Commercial Club Workers 
Issue Final Report, Out- 
lining Vast Future 
Improvement. 


LINK TRADE AND BEAUTY 


Great Highways, Park Chains, 
and Transportation Plans 
Are Illustrated in 
Boek Form. 


At last, after nearly three years of con- 
tinuous and arduous labor on the part of a 
few citizens, members of the Commercial 
club, the plana for “ Beautiful Chicago,“ 
Urbs in Horto—a city set in a garden—as our 
civic motto says, have been perfected. They 
represent the composite production of many 
minds, a scheme whereby the city may be 
transformed in due course of time from a 
conglomerate urban mass into an ssthet- 
ically ideal, symmetrically perfect, commer- 
cially economical metropolis. 

These plans are contained in a volume of 
more than 150 pages, profusely illustrated 
by colored reproductions of the paintings of 
Jules Guerin, Fernand Janin, and other 
artists who have been 80 long at work pic- 
torializing the ideas of the architects of the 
“ Greater Chicago,“ and by photographs of 
the beauty spots of other cities. 

This book has been compiled under the 
auspices of the city plans committee, and is 
its report to the Commercial club. Some of 
these illustrations are presented to the 
readers of THE TRIBUNE today in another 
section of four pages of this issue, being re- 
produced in their. original colors. 


Books to Be Distributed. 

A Umited edition of 1,650 copies of this 
book has been issued by the club at a cost of 
more than $40,000, it was announced yester- 
day. The copies will be distributed this week 
to the mayor and the aldermen, to the gov- 
ernor of Illinois and the members of the leg- 
islature, to other public officials, and to civic 
organizations and the various libraries of 
Chicago. 

The original paintings, drawings, and pho- 
tographs from which these illustrations have 
been made are being hung in the Art insti- 
tute, where they will be on public view as 
long as the citgzens of Chicago are interested 
in them. This exhibition will be opened to 
the public July 12 


Mr. Wacker Takes Hold. 
Credit is given to Charies D. Norton for 
the conception of the idea for preparing a 
comprehensive plan for improving Chicago. 
While this idea has perhaps been in incuba- 


tion for more than a decade fact,. ever 


since the World's faif—no concentrated effort 
was put upon the work until 1906, when the 
Merchants’ club appointed a committee 
headed by Mr. Norton to prepare plans for 
beautifying the city. 

In the following years, when the ‘Mer- 
chants’ club was merged with the Commer- 
cial club, the work was continued by that 
body, and Mr. Norton remained ag chair- 
man of the committee until the beginning of 
this spring, when he was appointed first as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury by his fellow 
townsman, Franklin MacVeagh. Since that 
time the committee has been headed by 
Charles H. Wacker, who was also a member 
of the first committee. 

The various members of the committees 
have been indefatigable in their labors for 
these plans. More than 500 meetings have 
been held, but even these constitute but a 
small part of the work, for each one of the 
committeemen has consecrated many hours 
of individual labor to the cause. 


Business and Beauty. 


Walter H. Wilson, controller of the city. of 
Chicago, who has been a member of the com- 
mittee since its inception, in a statement is- 
sued during the day, put the motif into 
form in the following words, which, it is said, 
also represent in a measure the attitude of 
Mayor Busse towards the plan: 

“Chicago is a business center. Wherever 
Chicago is referred to or whatever else may 
be said of it, it seems to be universally con- 
ceded that it is a center of the great thriving 
industries of the Mississippi valley. 

„Business! What is business? Is business 
merely manufacturing iron ore into steel 
rails? Is business merely slaughtering hogs 
and cattle for the markets of the world? Is 
business merely manufacturing great staple 
products to an extent that makes Chicago 
the second manufacturing city of the union? 

Is business merely jobbing merchandise 
tO an extent that makes Chicago the great 
central market? Decidedly not. Business 
has grown with the increased wealth of this 
country to mean far more than this. Strange 
to say, business is largély sentiment. Busi- 
ness is life! 


Points Example in France. 


„What is the business of France, one of the 
richest countries in the world? What is the 
business of France, where there is more 
wealth among the masses than in any other 
country? What is the business of France, 
where the wealth is more equally distributed 
than in any other country on the globe? 


The business of France is largely that of 


supplying the balance of the world with 
those things that appeal to sentiment in 
life; the business of France is largely the 
art of catering to the esthetic side of human- 
ity outside her own borders; the business of 
France is largely embodied in the invita- 
tions that country extends to the inhabitaats 
of the world to come within her borders for 
the pleasures of life; the business of France 
is an object lesson to the rest of the world. 
Other foreign countries follow in the lead 
of France in the respect above noted, but 
France.exemplifies the fact that after all 
business is largely sentiment. By sentiment 
I mean this: It is that peculiarity of human 


nature which leads to the vast volume of busi- 


ness in those things which do not make up 
the necessities. The necessities of life cost 
little, it is the extravagances induced by sur- 
roundings for which we pay the most in life. 


Value in ‘Civic Beauty. 
By extravagarice I do not mean wasteful- 
ness, I mean those things pertaining to ease 
and comfort; those things that appeal to 
the imagination; those things that demand 
these times in a great city a twenty-four 
story fireproof hotel where a few years ago 
a six story hotel was a palace; those things 
which demand for the people more commodf- 
ous street cars running upon a more solid 
foundation; those things that demand for 
merchants great palaces of trade with in-

NEW SALOON LAW IS DEFIED 


James Cullen Refuses to Close 


Place Within 200 Feet of Park. 


HOLDS LICENSE FROM CITY. 


Issued to Him by Mistake, but He De- 
. clines to Surrender It. 


James Cullen, who has opened a Sa- 
loon at 8696 Archer avenue, defied the city 
authorities last night, declaring he would 
put to a thorough legal test the city ordinance 
prohibiting the location of places for the sale 
of liquors within 200 feet of puv.ic parks. 
He dedicated his new place of business in 
the evening in a grand opening which 
City Collector Magerstadt in vain tried to 
prevent after accepting the regulation license 
fee on the strength of the recommendation 
of License Officer Stephen P. O’Mara, who 
pleaded ignorance of the existing ordinance, 

Collector Magerstadt sent word to Cullen to 
come and get his money back, but the saloon- 
keeper refused to accept it. Then Acting 
Chief of Police Schuettler was requested to 
prevent Cullen from embarking in business 
at that location. Inspector Clancy called 
upon Cullen and explained that the license 
had been granted by mistake, but, when in- 
formed that Cullen would resist all efforts to 
dislodge him, he declared a truce until Tues- 
day and told Cullen he would not be molested 
until then. 


Cullen Expects to Remain. 

Inspector Clancy could not be seen last 
night, but his attitude indicates that the 
city officials are in doubt of their ability to 
revoke the Cullen license under the circum- 
stances. Cullen is jubilant over the respite 
and figures that if it is legal for him to con- 
duct the place for four days the city will find 
it difficult to prove it is not legal for the rest 
of the term for which he has paid the fee. 

The original report to Collector Mager- 
stadt was that Cullen made an application 
for license there last year, but was refused 
on the ground that the place extended back 
to Western Avenue boulevard, just across 
the street from McKinley park and the Mc- 
Kinley monument. Cullen, however, denies 
it, and License Officer O'Mara bears him 
out in his statement. For a time it looked as 
if O'Mara would be put through some un- 
pleasant questioning. 

Until two years ago the place was con- 
ducted as a saloon by J. P. Nulty, who moved 
next door—3604 Archer avenue. The old 
place was acquired by Cullen, it is said, after 
the Keeley Brewing company, which is back- 
ing him in his contention, got an opinion 
from ita lawyer that the city could not pre- 
vent the establishment of a licensed saloon 
there. A short distance south of Cullen’s 
new place is the saloon of Rolston Bros., at 
3778 Archer avenue, and there are other 
which appear to come within the prohibitory 
district. 


' Puts Blame on Competitors. 
Cullen blames competing saloonkeepers for 
the objection to his place, but License Officer 
O’Mara said he believed the south park board

As soon as Cullen refused to take 
back his money Collector Magerstadt re- 
quested the police to act.

LAKE ISLAND BEING FORMED. 


Mud Dump with Water Only Eighteen 
Feet Deep Reported by Government 
Half a Mile Out. 


An island is being built up in the lake 2,150 
feet from the rear light of pierhead range, 
Chicago harbor,“ it would appear from a re- 
port received yesterday from the United 
States lake survey. A mud dump now shows 
with a minimum depth of eighteen feet. 

Four other menaces to navigation are re- 
ported off the city Three Are rock or gravel 
mounds some two miles from the four mile 
crib. The fifth is a wreck or snag showing 
‘at least a depth of twenty-four feet, lying in 
thirty-six feet of water, three-quarters of a 
mile from the same crib. 

The reports are the result of the work of 
the lake survey steamer Search, which is en- 
gaged in sweeping the lake front of the city.

‘ADRIFT ON DISABLED YACHT 


Crew of Delight, Damaged in 
Collision, Faces Peril. 


RESCUED DURING HEAVY SEA 


Lite Savers Chase Craft Ten Miles; 
Evanston Boat Capsizes. . 


Following a collision with the yaw! Illinois 
sailing in the L. M. T. A. races yesterday, 
five men drifted about the lake in the yawl 
Delight, which had been disabled by the im- 
pact. 

For more than two hours they were in 
imminent danget of capsizing, but were res- 
cued finally by the life saving crew, which 
had sighted the helpless boat from the mouth 
of the river. After a battle with the wind and 
waves, Delight was towed back to the har- 
bor. 

The owners of the yacht, Harold C. Wheel- 
er, F. W. Hegerman, Charles C. Bronson, and 
A. T. Curry. who are members of the Jack - 
son Park and Chicago Lacht clubs, were in 
the craft, which was bethg guided through 
the heavy sea by Skipper McMaster. The 
yaw! was plowing through the trough on its 
second leg of the course when the Illinois 
passed it astern, although it is said De- 
light had the right of way. 


Heavy Sea Prevents Rescue. 

The latter craft before it could be brought 
to struck the Illinois on the starboard side, 
the force of the collision breaking the De- 
light’s bowsprit and causing other damage 
which put her out of the race. The Illinois. 
was also damaged and put out of the race. 

After the accident the crew of the Illinois 
threw a line to the crew of the DelMght, but 
owing to the heavy sea the latter crew was 
unable to graep it. The TMnole sailed back 
to the harbor and notified members of the 
Chicago Yacht club and they telephoned to 
Capt. Carland, in charge of the life saving 
crew. Before Capt. Carland and his crew 
reached the disabled yacht it had drifted 
nearly ten miles. 

Says It Was Clear Foul. 

„% The Dlinois fouled us just after we had 
turned on the second leg of the course, near 
the crib,” said Mr. C. Wheeler. Our bow- 
sprit was broken and our main mast loosened, 
while our rigging also was damaged. 


“ The Tilinois saw ‘we had the right of way. 


but committed the fout after they found out 
that they could not outjockey us. We drift- 
ed about the rough sea for more than two 
hours befor> the life saving crew reached us. 
We knew somebody would come to our assist- 
ance. We will have our boat ready for the 
races tomorrow, and we will win, too.’ 


Boat Capsizes; Crew Saved. 

Three members of the Evanston Yacht 
club narrowly escaped drowning when a boat 
in which they were sailing capsized in the 
afternoon off Main street, Evanston. After 
clinging to the boat for half an hour the 
men, nearly exhausted, were rescued by 
Frank Buzzell, 9387 Hinman avenue, and 
George C. Ebeling, 1213 Michigan avenue, 
Evanston, also members of the yacht club. 

Those rescued are E. B. Lapham and R. P. 
Lapham, brothers, and R. Davis, 645 Uni- 
versity place, a student in the Evanston 
Township High school.

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NONUNION SAILORS SLUGGED 


Thugs Beat Three Badly and At- 
tack Teamster by Mistake. 


ANOTHER HIT FROM BEHIND. 


Employe of Western News Company 
Robbed on Leaving Work. 


Sluggers supposed to belong to the Sea- 
men’s union, after being under cover for 
several days, broke loose last evening on the 
north side and attacked three nonunion sall- 
ors and a teamster who, they had assumed, 
was a nonunion sailor. 

A Buffalo freighter was loaded and tied to 
a north branch dock and only awaited‘a crew 
to take it out.

All the men were badly beaten about 
the head and face and from the nature of 
their wounds the wrecking crew were armed 
with short wooden clubs. ‘Lae men were 
taken in charge by the police and after their 
wounds were dressed they were escorted to 
their ship. 


Mistaken for Nonunion Sailor. 

Half an hour later the same wrecking crew 
attacked Joseph Evans at North State and 
Michigan streets and before he could tell 
them he was not a nofunion sailor he was 
badly beaten. 

Evans is a teamster and came from Nan- 
ticoke, Pa., a few days ago to hunt for a 
job. He is not well acquainted with the town 
and when he was attacked he was returning 
from a visit to some of the barns on Indiana 
and Illinois streets. Evans says he is a 
union man and could not possibly shipasa 
sallor because he knows nothing about a 
boat. His wounds were dressed by the am- 
bulance surgeon at the East Chicago avenue 
police station. 


Slugged Going Home from Work. 
James McBurney, 22 years old, 90 Oak 
street, an employé of the Western News 
company, was slugged from behind by two

realized cheaply. Ninety-five per cent of the 
roads now exist in public highways, and the 
cost of acquiring the other 5 per cent will be 
merely nominal. 

The suggestions in regard to trunk lines, 
their rights of way, stations, and general con- 
ditions are many and serious: The sugges- 
tions have been made for the purpose of 
bringing about the greatest saving of money 
and time, both in freight and passenger han- 
dling. If the recommendations herein con- 
tained will produce conditions really benefi- 
cial to the individual shipper and passenger, 
undoubtedly they will be found best for the 
railroads themselves. 

The direct object in view is to free a large 
portion of the south side from tra and sta- 
tions and restore it to business use; to double 
the capacity of the streets of the whole city 
by opening circulation to the north, west, and 
south by connecting the outlying parts in the 


| best possible manner with the heart of the 


city. 

Over and above all these conditions, im- 
portant as they are, is economy in the freight 
handling of Chicago as a shipping center. If 
the general scheme herein proposed shall not 
be adopted by the public and the railroads, 
some other inevitably must be, because the 
life of the community is involved in the solu- 
tion of this problem. 


Park System Inadequate. 


“The traction recommendations contained 
in the report are already in progress, and no 
question need be raised as to whether or not 
this portion ef the work will be carried out. 
The additional parks and parkways recom- 
mended are extensive, as should be the case. 
Although it is true that the men of forty 
years ago did devise a scheme which has 
been sufficient almost up to the present time, 
it is also true that the number, location, and 
arrangement of the parks and parkways of 
Chicago today are entirely inadequate for its 
future development; and nothing has been 
suggested in this report except what has 
seemed to be absolutely required. 

The cost of these added parks and wood- 
lands will be considerable, and it must be 
borne by the public; but it is a sane proposi- 
tion that the people of. Chicago and its sub- 
urbs should have 60,000 acres of wooded ter- 
ritory as well as the great Bow, which will 
occupy about 600 to 800 additional acres. The 
acquisition and completion of an outer park 
system may easily be carried through in ten 
years, and if the cost shall be distributed 
over that period of time, it will not prove 
burdensome. 

“The land ne for the civic center 
should be secured at chce, while values at the 
point proposed are reasonable. Ai 


Prosperity the Result. 


“The street plan laid out involves a con- 
siderable amount of money, but it will be 
found that in Chicago, as in other cities, the 
opening of new thoroughfares, although in- 
volving large initial expense, creates an in- 
crease in values, due to increase in conven- 
jence and the provision for adequate sites 
for increasing retail traffic of the city. The 
cost will amount to millions of dollars, but 
the result will be continuous prosperity for 
all who dwell here, and such prosperity the 
city cannot have unless it becomes a con- 
venient and pleasant place in which to live. 

Finally. it seems probable the schemes of 
the other highways and all the lake front im- 
provements may come about quite naturally 
and with little expense to the city; that the 
railways will pay most of the expense of their 
changes and improvements, thus leaving a 
portion of the cost of the traction system and 
all the cost of the civic center, of the parks 
and parkways, and of the street development 
for the public to meet. 

The community has ample financial abil- 
ity to do its part without placing undue bur- 
dens upon the people. Paris had not more 
than a milfion and a half of peo- 
ple and hem commercial prospects 
were far less than ours when that 
municipality adopted a street improve- 
ment scheme involving over $260,000,000, and 
carried it to completion in thirty-five years. 
The motive of the French people was to cre- 
ate a great attraction for all men; a city so 
delightful as to ineure continuous prosperity 
to the inhabitants. 


Place to Spend Money. 

“The success of the undertaking has am- 
ply justified the pains and expense. Peo- 
ple from all over the world visit and linger 
in Paris. No matter where they make their 
money, they go there to spend it, and every 
proprietor and workman in Paris benefits by 
reason of that fact. Conditions in Chicago 
are such as to repel outsiders and drive away 
those who are free to go. The cream of our 
own earnings should be spent here, while 


us those who wish 1 enjoy life. The change 
would mean prosperity, effective, certain, 
and forever continuous. 

“If, therefore, the plan is a good one, its 
adoption and realization will produce for us 
conditions in which business enterprises can 
be carried on with the utmost economy, and 
with the certainty of successful issue, while 
we and our children can enjoy and improve 
life as we cannot now do. Then our own 
people will become homekeepers and the 
stranger will seek our gates.“ ‘

“The task that Haussmann accomplished 
for Paris corresponds with the work that 
must be done for Chicago in order to over; 
come the intolerable conditions which invari- 
ably arise from a rapid growth of popula- 
tion,“ the chapter reads. At the time he 
began the population of Paris was half a 
million less than that of Chicago today. The 
work was accomplished at a cost of $265,000.- 
000. It was Haussmann’s theory that the 
money thus spent made a better city, and 


that a better city was a greater producer of 


wealth. Experience has amply justified this 
contention. The convenience and beauty of 
Paris bring large returns in money as well 
as esthetic satisfaction.” | 
Speaking of the civic betterment of Lon- 
don, the report says: From 1855 to 1900 
one project after another for bettering the 
conditions in London has been carried out at 
a cost equal to nearly $100,000.000, and now 
the new traffic commission has reported a 
tentative plan for diminishing the conges- 
tion in street traffic by cutting two great 
thoroughfares, one traversing the town from 
north to south, the other linking Bayswater 
and Whitechapel, the estimated cost of the 
combined work being in the neighborhood of 
$125,000,000 for land damages alone.” 


Diagonal Streets as Arteries. 

laying out the plans for the streets, 
diagonals to furnish the necessary arteries 
to an inside circuit are suggested as follows: 
Chicago avenue and Lincoln Park boulevard 
to Milwaukee avenue and Canal street, cross- 
ing the river north of the junction of its three 
branches. From the intersection of Wash- 
ington and Canal streets, running to Halsted 
and Congress streets. From Halsted and 
Congress streets to Twelfth and Canal streets. 
and from the latter intersection across the 
river at Sixteenth street to Archer avenue at 
State street and Cottage Grove avenue at 
Twenty-second street. ä 

For the most part,“ says the report. 
“these diagonals would run through whole- 
sale and manufacturing districts. passing 
near some of the railroad freight yards, and 
intercepting traffic to the city from the 
other outlying freight yards.” 

The through arteries, it is pointed out in the 
report, would preclude the necessity’ for per- 
sons wishing to go from one to the other to 
pass through the business center of the city, 
thus relieving the congestion. Outside the 
inside cireuit above deseribed are other 
outside circuits, more or less superimposed 
upon each other, and connecting these are 
the diagonals above mentioned. 


Future of Michigan Avenue. 

Speaking of Michigan avenue, the report 
says: 

Michigan avenue is probably destined t 
carry the heaviest movement of any street in 
the world. Any boulevard connection in 
Michigan avenue which falls to recognize the 
basic importance of the avenue will be a 
waste of money and energy. Any impair- 
ment of the capacity of this street at any 
point along its entire front, any weakening of 
its foundations, is an error of the first magni- 
tude.”’ 

The plan contemplates the development 
of Grant park as the intellectual center of 
Chicago. 

The civic center, which has frequently been 
referred to lately, is to be located at the axis 
of the new street plan, at the intersection of 
Congress and Halsted streets. An outline of 
this plan for the grouping of all buildings used 
by the municipal county, and federal govern- 
ments is given in the following words: 

At this center radiating arteries naturally 
converge. The population in Chicago has 
stretched itself along the lake shore, but the 
center of density has moved steadily in a 
southwesterly direction. Moreover, the point 
selected for the civic center is the center of 
gravity so to speak of the radial arteries en- 
tering Chicago. Even now the proposed cen- 
ter is not far in advance of the growth of the 
city, while at the same time land values in 
the areas selected are not excessive.” 


Men Who Did the Work. 

The report contains 124 illustrations exe- 
cuted by Guerin, Janin, Ben E. Holden. Clar- 
ence E. Howard, Chester M. Davison, Charles”

Seex a Downward Revision. 


Then the tariff bill went to the senate. 
Senators Beveridge of Indiana. Cummins of 
Iowa, Borah of Idaho, Brown of Nebraska, 
and other Republicans endeavored to induce 
the president to act with them to secure a 
downward revision instead of that proposed 
by the finance committee. 

Mr. Taft declined to interfere on the ground 
that under the constitution it was not his 
business as an executive to interfere with 
the making of legislation; that his duty had 
ended when he called congress in an extra 
session and informed it in writing that con- 
ditions justified the consideration of changes 
in the tariff law, and that his duty would 
begin again only when the bill had passed 
the two houses. He has consistently pur- 
sued this policy with respect to schedules, and 
has manifested his intention to act in con- 
nection with them only when the conference 
committee is organized. 

Though disheartened by the attitude of the 
president, the progressive senators have 
continued their attacks upon the schedules 
reported by the finance committee, and have 
suffered humiliation after humiliation in con- 
sequence of an inability to gain support of 
the members of their own party and the most 
barefaced scrambling: for protection consid- 
eration by the Democrats. They have con- 
sistently refrained from any comment upon 
the attitude of the president which possibly 
could be interpreted as criticism, hoping that 
when the conference committee gave the 
schedules consideration he would use his in- 
fluence and cause a scaling down ip the 
rates. 


Senator Cummins Defines Cleavage. 

Their moderation, however, has come to 
an end as a result of what they regard as the 
abandonment of the progressive tariff prin- 
ciples by the president. Senator Cummins 
has sharply defined the cleavage which has 
arisen between himself and those who have 
acted with him by charging Mr. Taft with 
having taken an inconststent course in 
connection with the income and corporation 
tax proposals. 

Senator Borah. confirmed Mr. Cummins’ 
charge by quoting from a speech made by 
Mr. Taft at Boise City, Idaho, during the 
last campaign, in which the presidential 
candidate said that a corporation tax would 
be an unnecessary fnjury to business and 
advocated an income tax. 

J delieve,“' Mr. Borah asserted, that 
this corporation tax was brought in here 
{the senate], whether intentionally or not, 
as a plan or subterfuge to defeat this great 
measure [the income tax].°’ 

Senator La Follette, in his magazine, has 
declared that the president’s corporation tax 
message was inopportune and not in the 
public interest.“ 


Find It Expedient to Aid Taft. 

Other senators who have been classed with 
the three named above have the same feeling, 
but some of them have not had the courage to 
give expression to their reai feelings, and 
they and others find it expedient to vote for 
a corporation tax amendment in order, as 
they put it, to enable the president to gain 
what he wants and thus relieve him from an 
embarrassing situation with the people. 

When Mr. Taft was elected as the logical 
successor’ of former President Roosevelt, 
the men who had been identified with the 
policies he has advocated believed they 
would find in him a stanch supporter of their 
efforts to secure a lower tariff and coupled 
therewith certain restrictive measures de- 
signed to puncture ‘‘ swollen fortunes’ and 
curb the growing power of wealth. 

They came to Washington to find the old 
crowd in apparent possession of the ear of 
the chief executive. They failed to remem- 
ber that Mr. Taft had no business to assume 
the burden of the enmities former President 
Roosevelt had created, and that the latter 
would have been the last man to advise any- 
thing of the kind. 


Aims to Sway All Leaders. 


The new president has aimed to establish 
cordial relations with the leaders of all fac- 
tions in congress. There is no doubt that his 
intercourse with Senator Aldrich has been 
established upon the most friendly footing. 
Mr. Aldrich has been frank and honest 
with Mr. Taft. He has concealed nothing 
and has given plausible reasons for every 
action he has taken. Mr. Taft is satisfied 
that the chairman of the finance committee 
is a much misunderstood man and has even 
contemplated saying so in a speech. 

But while Mr. Taft has been making ex- 
cellent headway in the creation of a better 
state of feeling with Messrs. Aldrich, Hale, 
Crane, and other conservatives in the sen- 
ate and house, he has not been successful 
in doing so with the “ progressives.” 

The latter feel that they have been ousted 
from the trenches,which with the assistance 
of Mr. Roosevelt they had erected and were 
prepared to strongly defend. They do not 
know what position they will occupy in con- 
nection with further economic reforms which 
Mr. Taft announced in his inaugural address 
he proposed to secure. They only know 
that they have gained nothing by their ad- 
vocacy of what they believed were Taft prin- 
ciples, and they are sore. The president un- 
questionably regrets immensely that any 
misunderstanding should have arisen, and so 
far as he is concerned it may be stated that 
the latchstring of the White house is stil 
available for any of the progressive senators 
who may care to see him. 


Primarily Man of Peace. 

Mr. Taft primarily is a man of peace. He 
believes that the course he has pursued will 
get the results he and the people desire with- 
out eny unnecessary noise or friction. The 
conservatives agree with him; the progres- 
sives”’ hold that he is being betrayed. The 
former are bent upon going as far as they 
possibly can in order to prove that the latter 
are wrong, and, therefore, unworthy of con- 
sideration and trust. If they should be suc- 
cessful they hope to have read out of the

Mexico, which will be affected mord than 
any other country if the countervailing duty 
is maintained, imposes & duty of nearly 49 
cents a barrel on the crude product. This is 
estimated to be equivalent to an ad valorem 
rate of between 300 and 400 per cent, and the 
independents assert that this duty is pro- 
hivitive.

CLEAN BILL FOR CITY HALL 


Grand Jurors Completely Exon- 
erate the Administration. 


WORD FOR MUNICIPAL COURT 


Closing Report Criticises Holding Over 
of Faulty Cases. 


The June grand jury ended its labors yes- 
terday and in a brief report completely exon- 


erated the city administration from charges, 


made by the Chicago Daily Socialist. 

The inquisitorial body also took occasion 
to critcise the Municipal court in regard to 
the great number of cases held over and in 
which. there was insufficient evidence upon 
which to find indictments. State’s Attorney 
Wayman was commended for his work; also 
were Assistant State’s Attorneys Victor P. 
Arnola and Thomas Marshall. 

The grand jury heard 232 docket cases an: 
sixty-one complaint cases. True bills were 
voted in 205 cases and no bills were found 
in seventy-eight of these cases. Seventy-four 
of the no bills were in cases held over from 
the Municipal court. Ten cases were passed 
to the next grand jury. 

The greater part of the report of the grand 
jury is devoted to the collapse of the Daily 
Socialist charges. 

The grand jury, on motion of the state’s 
attorney, took up the charges publicly made 
by a certain Chicago newspaper, alleging 
the existence in Chicago of organized graft 
and crime, it says. 


Offered Chance to Testify. 

The employés and manager of the said 
newspaper were called before the grand jury 
and given every opportunity to disclose any 
information that would tend to implicate any 
one in the charges which they had publicly 
made. 

After an order of the court had been en- 
tered, requiring them to give answers to cer- 
tain specific questions, they did so, and the 
witness produced by reason of their comply- 
ing with the order of the court was given 
every opportunity to disclose any evidence 
he might have which would tend to impli- 
cate any one in the charges. Contrary to 
the statements of the first witness, he had 
no knowledge with reference to the subject 
matter of the publication and disclaimed any 
responsibility either for the publication or 
for the intimation contained therein. 

The jury, having spent atmost an entire 
day listening to these witnesses, informs the 
court that not a scintilla of evidence was 
adduced tending to prove the commission of 
any crime. 


Criticises Municipal Court. 
“The jury further reports that seventy- 


four of thé seventy-seven no bills returned 


by the jury were cases held over to the grand 
jury by the Municipal court. 

** We recommend that greater care be exer- 
cised by the judges of that court in the mat- 
ter of holdover cases where the evidence 
is not sufficient to Jndicate probable cause. 

“It is further ommended that the Mu- 
nicipal court examine carefully into the act- 
ual value of property stolen in larceny cases, 
to the end that the Municipal court make 
final disposition where the real value is 
under $15. 

“ The state’s attorney of Cook county de- 
serves great credit for bringing criminals to 
a speedy trial. The conviction of Petro De 
Nurzio, who was indicteé ty this grand 
jury not a week ago, speaks for itself.“ 


Olson Will Investigate. 

Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal! court, 
when told of the grand jury's criticism of that 
body, declared he had not investigated, and 
was in no position to make any comment. 

The report,“ said he, laughing, is just 
the opposite to the ones we used to get when 
former States Attorney Healy was in 
charge. I will investigate the cause of this 
criticism thorougtly. It may be just, and it 
may not be. I am sure, however, that cases 
in this court are not hela over withou 
cause.“ 

With the report the grand jury also re- 
turned a batch of indictments, among which 
was one against George W. Bissett, alias 
George Kellar,’’ for the murder of Detec- 
tive Sergeant William A. Russell June 12 in 
the saloon of C. D. Bartoche, Randolph street 
and Fifth avenue. Bissett, who was severe- 
ly wounded in a revolver battle which fol- 
lowed the slaying of the police officer, is re- 
covering at the county jail hospital. 

Indictments were returned against John 
Galvin, Joseph Flynn, and William O'Malley. 
saloonkeepers at Mount Greenwood, on 
charges of operating slot machines in their 
places of business.

Poundmaster's Force Bruised 
and Battered Making Raid. 


PETS OVERRUN NEIGHBORS. 


West Side Residents Make Complaint 
Against Colony’s Freedom. 


Sticks, stones. and polyglot maledictions 
were kept constantly in the air yesterday dur- 
ing a raid that landed in the city pound a 
total of seventy-three goats. 

Three wagons and the ent fre force of Pound- 
master William F. Stuart, who personally 
directed the raid, were needed to corral the 
three score and odd Nannſes and Bil- 
lies,” and the entire four hours of work was 
marked by excitement that left several of 
the policemen nursing bruises and scratches. 

The unusual goat colony has been inhabit- 
ing—too freely, according to some of the 
residents of the vicinity—a district bounded 
by Western, Chicago, California, and Grand 
avenues, and the neighborhood was in a tur- 
moll all day as a result of the seizure of pets 
that have been given even parlor liberty 
ever sinc® they emitted their first bleats. 

No census ever had been taken of them and 
there were at least a score that escaped the 
wire loops of the dog catchers by being 
hidden;in dining rooms, bedrooms, and other 
retreats 

Satisfied with Day’s Work. 

The total, however, did not disappoint 
Poundmaster Stuart. He had been told 
stories of hundreds and hundreds of om- 
niverous creatures that had become a pest on 
the northwest side, and he hoped by sum- 
mary measures to instilla disciplinary lesson 
that would suffice to make their owners keep 
them in their own back yards in the future. 

„It was a day’s work.“ he sighed, “ as he 
watched a score of owners at the pound dur- 
ing the &fternoon trying to identify their 
pieces of property by @ twisted tail. or a 
crumpled horn, but I guess they have been 
taught a lesson to keep their pets within 
bounds.”’ 

So outraged were the feelings of the own- 
ers, largely Italians who had appropriated 
to themselves a joke book tradition of Irish 
shantytown, that it was necessary to arrest 
two hotheads. Michael Grako and Rocco 
Dalginio were taken by Policemen Winge 
and McDonough to the West Chicago avenue 
station and were locked up. They will be re- 
leased when their overflow of emotion has 
spent itself. 


Try to Save Their Pets, 

Most of the men of the neighborhood had 
departed for their day’s labor when the three 
wagons with Poundmaster Stuart in a buggy 
acting as field general debouched on the field 
of activity about 9:30 in the morning. Enough 
men were left, however, to appear from the 
houses like a swarm of bees as the wire loops 
settled on the necks of the first half dozen 
quadrupeds. Occasionally a goat or two was 
captured quietly early in the game, but once 
the report of the invasion.had gone out ama- 
teur goatherds owning a nanny and a 
kid were chasing wildly forth to rescue their 
pots before the arrival of the wagons. 

The activity continued until afternoon, 
when, not because all of the animals had 
been rounded up, but because the crowd was 
too demonstrative, the poundmaster called 
off his forces. About thirty goats were re- 
deemed for $1 apiece during the.afternoon, 
slightly to the relief of the pound corrals.

Gotham’s Famous Charity Halted for 
Weeks When Old McCreery Build- 
ing Is Hit for $1,000,000 Loss. 


New York, July 8.—[(Special. -The old Me- 
Creery building, at Broadway and Eleventh 
street, in which are located the Fleischmann 
bakery and restaurant, the cloak firms of 
Gustave Luerie & Co., and F. G. Bates & Co., 
and the fur house of the John Ruizits Fur 
company, the latter one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in this country, was prac- 
tically destroyed by fire this evening. 

Chief Croker said a conservative estimate 
of the loss would be $500,000 or more, while 
some insurance adjusters said it would prob- 
ably reach $1,000,000. 

Fire put an end, for at least some weeks, to 
the famous Fleischmann bread line. This 
institution, which distributes loaves of bread 
each night to hundreds of poor and hungry 
men, has been for years one of thé best known 
charities in New York.

He declared that, unlike the Pretorian guard 
of Rome, the men who fought for the union 


were m favor of free institutions, that they 
battled for them, and did not intend to sacri- 
fice them to anything else. 

The chief executive of the nation was the 
principal speaker at the unvelling of a me- 
morial of Dr. Benjamin Franklin Stephenson 
of Illinois, founder of the G. A. R. Congress 
having contributed to the cost of the me- 
morial, President Taft said he was present 
in his official capacity. 

The G¢eremonies attending the unveiling 


were simple but impressive, and were more 


or less official in their character. All avail- 
able forces in and about Washington and the 
District militia turned out, and after the ex- 
ercises were over passed in review before 
the president and high officials of the army 
and G. A. R. 


Praises Motives of Organization. 

The president spoke as follows: 

We are met to dedicate a memorial to a 
union soldier who served four years as a sur- 
geon in the civil war and who also builded 
an institution by which there should be united 
in the honds of fellowship all the sweet asso- 
Clation, all the deep lesson of loyalty, and all 
the pride of patriotism that such a civil war 
as that could arouse in millions of hearts. 

When men at the formative period in 
life—from 18 to are associated in any 
work, whether ft be in college, in society, in 
churcty or otherwise, they carry with them 
afterward the fondest memories and asso- 
Clations for each other: because they have 
passed through a common mold. 

But how much greater must be the sweet 
association and the bond of union between 
men who for four years passed through the 
dangers of the civil war; those who survived 
thinkimg of the tender memories of those 
who gave up their lives for their country; 
those surviving carrying with them the sweet 
association, the stories of courage, and tales 
full of humor and of pathos. 

**I.<can eonceive no bond of union stronger 
than that which unites the men who fought 
from 61 to 68 in the grand army; and it was 
to the credit of the founder of the Grand 
Army of the Republic that he saw the solid 
basis upon which such a structure as that 
great soclety could be erected. 


Big Army Dispersed Quietly. 

“You will recollect that there were 
prophéts of evil with respect to the fate of 
the Unlted States after the war should cease, 
after the end should be accomplished, for 
whichthe north was fighting, and it was said 
that the aggregation of a million men in 
arms threatened our free institutions. They 
recalltad mat the Pretorian guard of Rome 
Was an instrument in furthering the ambi- 
tion of those who would suppress free in- 
stitutions and who were to assume despotic 
power. But all those prophecies faded into 
nothingness. 

“ The men who composed that million were 
men in favor of free institutions. There was 
no map with the ambition to improve that 
army as an instrument of despotism even 
if u had been willing to furnish itself as 
such... And so it was the marvel of other 
countries that this great body of organized 
farte, than which there never was a strong- 
er or better disciplined army, faded out and 
disappeared into the paths of peace, preserv- 
ing nothing but the sweet memory and as- 
Hela cia they had formed during the war 
ahd the conscioustiess that they had in their 
qwn s of having rendered that greatest 
ger vtee. -to : The preservation of their 
eouniry. i 
: Indorses Gift of Congress. 
this Grand 
Army of the Republic to preserve the essence 
of that army in its finest characteristic, in 
its democracy, and in its patriotism. Far be 

from me to criticise in the slightest such 
érganizatiins as the Cincinnati and the 
Loyal Legion. They are great organiza- 
tions, and those who belong to them may, 
well have price in them. 

But the Grand Army of the Republic 
nows no limitation but service to the gov- 
@nment in the civil war; and therefore it is 
that congress,/-recognizing the usefulness 
sueh an organization in preserving pa- 
triotism, in maintaining it In its integrity 
Guring those years when commercial greed 
seemed to make many people forget it, prop- 
erly contributed $10,000 to this memorial and 
recognized the Grand Army of the Republic 
as an institution which may well have na- 
tional gratitude and national recognition. 


More than that, the Grand Army of the

TEACHING SEEN AS A PERIL 


Unscientific System Makes Chil- 
dren Bad, Educator Declares. 


SOCIETY IS THE SUFFERER. 


Speaker at the Denver Meeting Points 
Flaws in the *‘Foreing’’ Methods. 


Denver, Colo., July 3.—“ Some teaching is 
so unscientific and consequently so spiritiess 
that it would make almost any child delin- 
quent,“ said I. C. McNeill, superintendent of 
schools of Memphis, in an address today be- 
fore the council of education of the National 
Education association. 

Parents and teachers often make delin- 
quents of children by failing to observe the 
fundamental things and processes incident to 


1 chief complaint is that the name 


‘growth and development,“ said the speaker. 
„They make children hate books by forcing 
them to read before an interest in reading 
is aroused. 

“By rushing them into arithmetical or 
grammatical analysis before their develop- 
ment warrants it, they are made to dislike 
the subjects. Permanent aversion to school 
is the legitimate result of putting children at 
work on studies they are not mature enough 
to comprehend. The method of presentation, 
however, often counts for as much as matu- 
. 

Emotional Side Important. 

The speaker condemned the attempt to put 
high school branches into grammar grades 
or intermediate studies into primary grades, 
end said that educative agencies must look 
continuously to the care of the physical and 
emotional, as well as to the Intellectual side 
of education. 5 

Society suffers from elements which are 
‘unstable, erratic, shiftless. and inefficient.’’ 
he said. These elements corrupt morals, 
lead to irrational modes of living. and swell 
the hosts of the helpless and criminal, who 
become the real burdens of society... Unless 
the delinquent classes have the benefits of 
the kind of education which is adapted to 
their peculiar needs they grow up among us 
and recruit the army of people who never 
fit anywhere. 

They fill the poorhouses, the prisons, the 
asylums, andthe slums. They produce and 
reproduce their kind and bring about a feel- 
ing of social unrest, which is growing in this 
complex age. 

Responsibility of Home. 

“A failure on the part of the home to ex- 
ercise even and forceful discipline is a 
moral sin which has put the curse of Cain 
and the stamp of Satan upon many a promis- 
ing boy or girl. 

“ When we realize the baneful working of 
uneven discipline growing out of weak 
willed, inefficient parental government we 
stand in the presence of a great problem. 
How can we impress fathers and mothers. 
and teachers with the idea that weak and 
vacillating government of children blasts 
their lives and makes them candidates for th 
ranks of the ignoble?”’ ; a

Charles Engstrand Denies Charge, but 
Molds for Making Spurious Money 
Are Found in His House. 


Charles J. Engstrand, 62 years old, an al- 
leged counterfeiter, was arrested yesterday 
in a fisherman's shanty on the banks of the 
Calumet river, near Hegewisch. A set of 
molds for making counterfeit coins of de- 
nominations from a dollar to a nickel in- 
clusive was taken from under the floor ofa 
frame house in which Engstrand lived with 
his wife in Hegewisch. 

Engstrand would not confess to making 
counterfeits, although confronted with the 
molds, a silver plating apparatus, and apeci- 
mens of the money taken from his niees. 
United States Commissioner Foote sen} him 
to jail, pending the hearing, which is s¢t for 
next Wednesday. Engstrand falled tobgive 
bond for 32 000. 

Capt. Porter of the secret service said he 
was after Engstrand for counterfeiting 
several years ago, and he believes the man 
has had considerable experience in making 
bad money.

CITY’S FIRST WEATHER Kiosk 
IS GAZED AT BY THOUSANDS. 


Combination Instrument Installed at 
Adams and Dearborn Streets—It Re- 
sembles a Drinking Fountain. 


Chicago's first weather kiosk was installed 
yesterday. The combination thermometer, 
thern.ograph, hydromoter, rainfall recorder, 
and automatic forecaster is situated at the 
southwest corner. of Adams and Dearborn 


‘streets, just adjacent to the Federal build- 


ing. It is painted white to reflect heat, and 
resembles, in general appearance, a drink- 
ing fountain. bf 

All afternoon the innovation was observed 
by thousnads of persons. Henry J. Cox, fore- 
caster, ‘predicts that when its advantages 
become generally known hundreds of persons 
will go blocks out of their way to observe 
its records every day , 

The thermograph, considered the chief fea- 
ture, writes on a sheet, in spaces ruled off 
for each day of the week, the temperature 
for every two hours, continuously through- 


“out the dax. 


A thermometer, just above the thermo- 
graph, and to the left, records the minimum 
and maximum temperature of each day. Be- 
tween this thermometer and a regulation 
thermometer is a small instrument which 
registers the rainfall. 

The regulation thermometer registers the 
temperature on the street level. According to 
Prof. Cox. this wiil not be the official tem- 
perature, the thermometer on the exterior of 
the United States weather bureau quarters 
in the Federal building continuing in this 
capacity.

Krishnayarma is the London head of the 
seditious Indian propaganda. He publishes 
without restraint in his organ for Indian so- 
ciologists such views as follow: 

“We repeat that political assassination is 
not murder. All unprejudiced men treat po- 
litical assassins not as criminals in any way, 
often regard them as benefactors of their

Krishnavarma, in the light of Thursday's 
crime and speaking from the safe distance 
of Paris, reiterates these ideas.

I happened to read the other day the auto- 
biography of Andrew D. White. among other 
‘things former ambassador to Germany, and 
found therein a pen picture of Prince von 
Buelow, which discloses the important part 
the prince has played in the molding of the 
German empire and his attitude toward the 
United States. When Mr. White first saw 
the prince he filled the office of minister for 
foreign affairs, having been promoted from 
the embassy at Rome.

KEEN RIVALRY IS AROUSED. 


Pupils of Wrights Are Prominent in 
Battles with Gravitation.

PARIS, July 3.—The eager interest shown 
by the French people in the progress of avia- 
tion hardly can be appreciated in America. 
This week has been marked by a series of 
preparations’for flights which promise nota- 
ble events as soon as the weather clears. 

Three machines already have gone to the 
coast for attempts to cross the channel. 
Two more are about to follow. 

From every part of France comes news of 
hitherto unknown dviators with new ma- 
chines. The University of France has just 
become the recipient of $300,000 to be de- 
voted to founding a chair of aviation and 
an institute for special investigation of the 
principles of aerial navigation. 

Chief among the summer's meetings is the 
approaching Rheims congress of aviators, 
where jt Is expected great things will be done. 

The lerge pictorial bills announcing this 
are eegerly sought by collectors as the first 
poster concerned with navigation of the 
air. Cortland Bishop will send to Rheims 
the gyroscope in which Gentry made a 
flight at New York, and later may send it 
on a cross channel trip. : 

Hubert Latham, who in his Antoinette 
monoplane leaped into fame as his graceful 
machine does into the air, has been defeated 
temporarily in his intention to beat the 
Wright record. Incessant winds and rain 
stopped him. He has transported his ma- 
chine to Calais and will try the channel 
flight.

Improved Motor Needed.

Delam- 
bert this week is training Delagrange to 
use another Wright aeroplane at Juvisy, 
a Paris environ. 

Delagrange says he expects to master the 
peculiarities of the machine in a few days 
and proceed immediately to Calais, where an 
aeroplane awaits him, 

At Juvisy is Paul Tissandier, 
Wright pupil, initiating Rene Gasnir in the 
mysteries of, an American biplane, the orig- 
inal one in which Wright did historic feats.

ENGLISH GRABBING LIBERIA 


American Commission Finds En- 


eroachment of 300 Miles. 


REPORT IS TO BE ScORCHER. 


Hope Is Expressed That Amicable Set- 
tlement Can Be Had. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S. } 

LONDON, July 8.—That the official report 
of the American commission recently ap- 
pointed to inquire into the question of alleged 
British encroachment upon Liberian terri- 
tory -will create a sensation in the United 
States and be extremely unpalatable to the 
British government is stated confidently by a 
corfespondent at Freetown, Africa. 

According to various members of the Li- 
berian government who accompanied the 
American commission to Sierra Leone, it 
does not appear that any grave diplomatic 
complication can arise from the report, for 
there appears to be a tacit understanding 
that the British government, upon finding 
there is patent proof of the alleged encroach- 
ments, will recede from them with as good 
grace as possible, laying the entire responei- 
bility upon the local colonial officials. 

British Encroathments Found. 

The Freetown correspondent states the 
commission found the British had pushed 
their colonial authority as much as twenty- 
five miles beyond the recognized boundary 
of Liberia, thus making a tentative annexa- 
tion of some square miles of territory. 
Moreover, it has transpired an English offi- 
cer in charge of the Liberian frontier force 
which mutinied last February on account of 
arrearages in pay, placed himself on record 
in a letter to the president of the African re- 
public just prior to the outbreak as counte- 
nancing the disposition of the troops to vio- 
lence towards the latters person in the event 
of their demands not being granted. Testi- 
mony given at the military court of inquiry 
into the causes of the mutiny held at Camp 
Johnson, Monrovia, fully confirmed this view 
of Maj. R. Mackay Cadell’s remarkable 
course. 

The correspondent says: “It is under- 
stood here the reason the American commis- 
sion visited Sierra Leone was a desire to com- 
plete their investigation of the alleged en- 
croachments on the part of that colony 
upon the northwest frontier of Liberia, and 
also to compare the respective methods em- 
ployed in either colony dealing with questions 
most affecting the population of native 
origin. 

Negroes Descendants of Slaves. 

“In both countries the coast negroes are 
descendants of American and English slaves 
and form but an insignificant'part of the pop- 
ulation. It is reported at Freetown that 
while the American commission is not at all 
satisfied with the attitude of the British on 
the frontier, yet the question involved Is not 
thought so difficult that it cannot be solved 
by cordial coéperation of the English with 
the American authorities. It appears the 
British encroachments, according to what 
the American commissioners learned, have 
been most pronounced in character, extend- 
ing an even twenty-five miles beyond the real 
boundary. 

In a gradual manner the colonial troops 
forced first the troops of Liberia out of the 
Canrelahun district, then the Liberian district 
commissioner, and finally the Liberian cus- 
toms collector, and after that the colonial 
authoriti sumed complete sovereignty of 
that region, comprising more than 300 square 
miles of the most fertile land of Liberia.

Who is to wear the mantle of Bismarck as 
future steersman of the Teuton foreign and 
domestic policy is a question which tempo- 
rarily has eclipsed interest in the fate of the 
turbulent finance reform bill, which will be 
responsible for Von Buelow’s retirement 
from office. A fortnight at the outside is 
expected to bring forth a new man. 

Candidates bob up from hour to hour. 
There are two classes, those who always 
have ranked as possibilities and those who 
never have been heard of. The first list is 
set down in the order of their respective 
chances as far as public opinion is concerned. 


Some of the Candidates. 


It includes the imperial minister of the 
interior, Herr von Bethmann Hollweg: the 
Prussian finance minister, Baron von Rhein- 
baben; the imperial colonial secretary, 
Bernhard Dernburg; Gen. von’ der Goltz, 
who will leave next ‘week to reorganize the 
Turkish army; and Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein, ambassador to Constantinople. 

The list of dark horses embraces Prince 
Radolin, ambassador to Paris; Count von 
Monts, ambassador to Rome: Herr von 
Schorlemer, the well known provincial dis- 
trict governor, a candidate who hithérto 
has ranked as the kaiser’s favorite for the 
chancellorship. Count von Wedel, viceroy 
of Alsace-Lorraine, is understood to have 
withdrawn definitely from the race. 


Secret in Kaiser’s Keeping. 


The great secret, however, is exclusively 
in the kaiser’s keeping. No inkling as to 
what is going on in the imperial mind has 
been learned. William has a passion for 
surprises, and the country may be on the 
verge of a wholly astonishing appointment. 

The kaiser soon will be the guest of his 
bosom friend, Prince Maximilian Egon zu 
Furstenburg, who has the reputation of 
being a man who helps the emperor make 
up his mind on truly weighty affairs of 
state. The chancellorship has been offered 
Furstenburg himself on more than one oc- 
casion, but he resolutely has declined to con- 
sider it on the ground of political inexperi- 
ence. He is, moreover, an Austrian as well 
os a German subject, with residences in 
Vienna and Prague, and his appointment 
would be sure to raise a storm of violent pro- 
test. 

Departure Regretted by Many. 

Prince von Buelow’s departure is regret- 
ted sincerely by all classes with the excep- 
tion of the Roman Catholic and Social Dem- 
ocratic parties, both of which he has so 
relentlessly fought.

Was born It was largely engineered by some 
malcontents who lack advancement and who 
have seen their fellow countrymen get big 
fat offices” while they have deen 
left in poverty and obscurity.

There is a further report that 
the bill is to come forward soon in the house 
of commons, and that it may reach the hoase 
of lords early in August—that is to say. even 
before the budget reaches that august assem- 
bly. 

That, of course, would help. the bill to pass 
but it will be even more helped by this se“ 
ond session. For the supreme fact in favor of 
the bill is the haste of the landiords to gct 
their money. Two hundred and fifty million 
dollars is lying for them to grab, but they 
cannot put their hands on most of it for years 
unless some such Measure as Birrell's is 
passed into law.

DIFFER.ON QUEEN'S GARB. 


London Dailies Widely at Vari- 
ance in Describing One Gown 
‘She Wore Recently. 


{By the chief European correspondent of.the Laffan 
News Bureau.) 

LONDON, June 23.—The duplicate of the 
Half Moon, which is Holland's contribution 
to the Hudson-Fulton celebration in Amer- 
ica, will set out for New York next month— 
not under sail, but aboard a steamship. 

The original Half Moon was lost in 1611. 
No drawing or picture of the vessel is in 
existence, so that the designer of the du- 
plicate has had to rely on information gath- 
ered from various sources. An old recard of 
the Dutch East India company, still pre- 
served at The Hague, gives the tonnege of 
the vessel, and from Nicholaas Witser’s old 
book on shipbuilding it is deducted that the 
craft which bore Hudson across the Atlantic 
was a sort of three masted yacht, 

This is the design adopted. The vessel is 
rigged with hand woven sails, will carry hand 
worked flags, and is antique enough in its 
fittings to confuse the best seaman afloat. 

On deck there is a carved figure head to 
which ropes can be fastened. Roughly 
carved hands ornament the woodwork, and a 
wooden pump lends an ancient air to the ves- 
sel. Forward is a raised deck, and in front 
of that the prison, whose inmates got 
drenched every time the vesesl dipped its 
nose under water. 


Two Cannon Mounted Amidships. 

Two cannon are mounted amidships-on the 
‘tween decks, whose ceiling isso low that ore’ 
has to bend nearly double to get along, and 
portholes on either side allow these weapons 
to be used. A library, or rather a bookshelf, 
has been fitted up. It contains the books which 
Hudson took with him—a bible, prayer book, 
and books of voyages. A chart is spread out 
on the cabin tables, and near at hand are 
compass and measuring instruments, sand 
glass, and the rough nautical instruments of 
the time. A gun or two ina rack, and a pile 
of shot and bags of powder are shown, to- 
gether with a copy of the supposed contract 
which Hudson had with the Dutch East 
India company. The original contract is 
lost. 

The old Dutch East India company, which 
had its chief office in Amsterdam. caused all 
its vessels to be marked with the initial let- 
ter of the port from which they sailed. On 
the stern of the duplicate of the Half Moon 
the letter A indicates this custom. 


Large Half Moon One of Signs., 

Other signs painted on the vessel include 
a starry heaven with comet; planet, and a 
large half moon. Below this is the name on 
a scroll in Dutch, De Halve Maen,” while 
underneath are the arms of Armsterdam 
and those of the campany. 

Hitherto great secrecy has been maintained 
a bout the vessel and even now no photo- 
graphs may be taken of her. 

Next month the Half Moon will be taken 
to Rotterdam and shipped aboard the steamer 
Sotstdyk of the Holland-America line. When 
it arrives in America it will be fitted up 
afresh and manned with seventeen hands 
from. the Dutch war vessel Utrecht, which 
has been ordered to proceed to New York 
f-om South American waters. The Utrecht 
will form part of the procession which will 
sail up the river from New York with the 
Half Moon and the Clermont, Fulton’s first 
steamship, at its head. 

The man who will play the part of Henry 
Hiudson aboard the duplicate Half Moon is 
Lieut. W. Lam of the Utrecht. He will! 
be clad in the style of captains of such ves- 
sels in the beginning of the seventeenth 
century and the men under him will be 
dressed in the style in vogue in Holland at 
that period.

Zionists Observe Shekel Day. 


Shekel day is an institution of only few 
years’ standing in England, but it is well rec- 
ognized among the Zionists. It fallson June 
21, and on that day it is the duty of eyery 
good Zionist to go the round of his friends 
and acquaintances gathering in shekolim in 
Support of the genera} activities of the Zion- 
ist movement. 

A shekel, of courge, is the olò unit of coin- 
age used by the Hebrews, and as revjved by 
the Zionists its value varies in accordance 
with the standard coins of different countries. 
In England It is represented by a shilling, and 
every contributor of one shekel is entitled to 
vote for a delegate to the next congress. 

In the East End of Loncon on the morning 
of June 21 workers for the Zionist cause made 
a house to house canvass. the district having 
been mapped out and divided. Shekels were 
gathered by scores from earnest Jews, who 
look to the Zionists to bring them into a new 
Jerusalem. 

In the evening à public meeting was held 
and the news given out that the Zionist con- 
gress this year had been postponed till De- 
cember, as certain developments were pend- 
ing in the general situation favorable to the 
Zionist movement and the work in Palestine. 


Osear Wilde’s. Body to Be Moved. 


From an obscure grave in the cemetery of 
Bagneux in Paris the remains of Oscar Wilde 
wil be transfered to Pere-Lachalse. When 
he died alone in Paris in 1900 his body was 
placed in the Bagneux cemetery with prac- 
tically no funeral rites. Now the revulsion 
of feeling in England has enabled his friends 
to do what they have been planning for years, 

namely, to place Oscar Wilde’s body in Pére- 
Lachaise, where many great writers and 
artists are buried. 

The legal formalities in 5 with 
the purchase in perpetuity of a grave in this 
cemetery have all been carried out by Rob- 
ert Ross, Wilde's friend, executor, and blog- 
rapher, and a monument to the memory of 
the dead man is on the point of completion. 
This monument, which is symbolic of the lit- 
erary genius of Wilde, is the work of a young 
Russian sculptor, Jacob Epstein. ; 

The removal of the body will take place 
next month and a funera: ceremony will be 
held. Many of the writer’s friends and ad- 
mirers in London will journey to Paris to be 
present at it. 

The children of Oscar Wilde are being 
brought up in absolute ignorance as to their 
real name or parentage... They live in the 
country under the care of relatives. If the re- 
action of the last few years continues to 
spread it is probable that they will be in- 
formed of their real name and will take their 
places in the London worid. 


Italian Nation Encourages Lottery. 


The italian government encourages gam- 
bling and the national lottery, or lotto, which 
is a government monopoly, yields the state an 
annual revenue of about 89. 000,000. During 
the financial year 1907-'08 the sum of Fi. 
681,296 was invested in the lotto, out of which, 
it being a lucky year for the players, 88.028, 
738 was paid back to the players in the shape 
of winnings, hence the clear profit to the state 
amounted to $8,052,558, or more than 50 per 

cent of the total money invested. Generally 
the winnings amount to much less, so that the 
state as a rule pockets between 60 and 75 per 
cent of the money staked. * 

The gambling habit flourishes more or less 
in all the provinces of Italy, but it is sug- 
nificant that in thesouth and in Sicilfy, where 
the inhabitants are poorest and illiteracy is 
more prevalent, more money is invested in the 
state lottery than in the north. Thus, for 
instance, in the province of Naples each in- 
habitant spends about $3 a year on the lotto, 
and at Palermo about $2, while at Venice, 
Rome, and Turin the average is less than §1. 
In thirty-two of the northern provinces the 
average amount invested by each inhabitant 


is below 25 cents.

writes, there is not the slightest doubt, so 
far as the orient is concerned. Every Amer- 
loan you meet sadly tells you the same thing. 
Efforts are made, expensive efforts, too, 
sometimes, while there are others simply 
pathetic in their futility. -All the time in- 
ferior goods are sold at exorbitant prices by 
merchants of many countries simply because 
they are on the spot and know the conditions 
of the market. The fact is that the American 
merchant prefers to stay at home and is not 
overanxious to establish branches abroad.“ 

In Mr. Conner’s judgment, the sending out 
of representatives to study the conditions of 
various markets is possibly the beat method 
of obtaining business, but it is too expensive 
to be justified by the immediate results. Other 
firms prepare lists of names from consular 
and other sources and send out circulars 
and catalogues to the addresses thus ob- 
tained. From these efforts some few orders 
doubtless result. But the process is slow and 
decidedly uncertain. Too much random ef- 
fort must be expended and no foothold is 
gained in the majority of cases. 


Buying in Strange Market. 

If a purchaser is found, he knows that hes 
buying in a strange market, a wider knowl- 
edge of which might condemn his choice. All 
this is assuming that he is willing to purchase 
in a fereign country from a firm with which 
he is not acquainted, upon terms of payment 
to which he is unaccustomed, while even the 
catalogues and correspondence probably are 
in a language he does not thoroughly under- 
stand. 

Therefore, Mr. Conner concludes that the 
best advertising is the goods themselves laid 
down at the door of the purchaser. This can 
be accomplished by a floating exhibition. An 
exhibit of goods inland would be an expen- 
sive advertisement, but if a unified exhibit of 
goods could be taken to various seaports, 
where approximately the same things are 
needed, certainly the maximum of advertis- 
ing could be gained with the minimum of ex- 
pense. 

Such a scheme was contemplated by the 
Tokio exposition commission, but its execu- 
tion was impossible, owing to the postpone- 
ment of the exposition by the Japanese au- 
thorities until 1917. If a number of business 
men in the United States were to arrange an 
exhibition such as Mr. Conner proposes, un- 
questionably it would bring excellent results 
at small cost. 

Pan-American Conference. * 

As great an interest is being displayed by 
Secretary Knox in the fourth pan-American 
conference to be held at Buenos Aires next 
year, as was shown by Secretary Blaine in 
the first conference held at Washington, Sec- 
retary Hay in that in the City of Mexico, or 
Secretary Root in the one which took place 
in Rio de Janeiro. 

The forthcoming conference will arrange a 
number of matters left unsettled in the pre- 
vious meetings, and the result is expected to 
be a decided advance in the relations of the 
republics of the western hemisphere. 

Argentina has just requested through its 
minister in Washington that each pan-Ameri- 
can representative communicate with his 
government and learn its attitude toward the 
questions proposed for discussion at the con- 
ference. As soon as the necessary instruc- 
tions are received the program which the 
conferencé will observe will be adopted. One 
of the important matters to be considered is 
that of arbitration, the desire of the United 
States being to make this principle apply in 
all disputes of whatever character. 


Limitation of Armaments. 

The question of limitation of armaments 
also is likely to develop. Argentina regpond- 
ed to Brazil's construction of three battle- 
ships by arranging to place a contract for 
vessels of supertor fighting power. 

The Argentine government is deeply inter- 
ested in the action of the United States con- 
gress with respect to the duty upon hides. 
It contends that If hides be admitted free, it 
will have an important influence upon the 
‘trade of the two countries, 

Concerning the proposed pan-American 
bank the bulletin of the International Bureau 
of the American Republics has this to say: 

‘‘ Indications now point to real progress in 
the matter of the establishment of a large 
United States-Latin American banking insti- 
tution, which will have headquarters in New 
York City and branches in the principal capi- 
tals and commercial centers of the American 
republics. The movement may not be con- 
summated this year, but conditions are de- 
veloping which must lead surely to,its ulti- 
mate success.“

Light stocks of the latter remain in 
store here, and premiums for the new wheat 
are likely to remain high for sometime. This 
week probably will see the start of the red 
winter wheat movement, and receipts should 
begin to pick up soon without bad weather 
hindering. 7 

Elevator interests here are believed to be 
willing to take the new red winter and hold 
at close to current levels. So far total ac- 
ceptances of new wheat in the country have 
been small, and the aggregate much less than 
usual at this time. The winter wheat crop 
is practically made now as far as total yleid 
is concerned, although wet weather would 
injure the quality. Present conditions indi- 
cate an unusually fine quality. 


Batten Is Still Bullish. 

“IT am willing to fill our elevators with red 
winter wheat at current prices and hold,“ 
said James A. Patten yesterday. The coun- 
try is drainedof old wheat, and I can see no 
indication of any big movement of new 
wheat. Farmers are asking and will be able 
to obtain high prices for the crop raised this 
year. We are bidding as much as any onein 
Chicago, for wheat as we want it, but so far 
our purchases have been small, and I do not 
believe that there has been more than 500,000 
bu soft winter wheat bought to arrive at this 
market. Kansas City reports of a big yield 
in Kansas are wide of the mark.” 


Trade Bearish in Coarse Grains. 


In coarse grains there is an undentable 
bearish sentiment, even the bulls on wheat 
predicting sensational declines in prices of 
corn and oats. Talk on the curb was prin- 
cipally relative to the magnificent July 
Promise for the 1909 crops. If the govern- 
ment bears out private reports, indications 
July 1 will be for the largest total crops ever 
raised in this country, the corn promise be- 
ing for 3,000,000,000 bu or more, and oats 
reports suggesting a yield of close to 1,100,- 
000,000 bu. The critical period for corn is 
still to be gone through, but oats in the 
southern part of the belt are hearly ready to 
harvest. Extremely hot, dry weather during 
the next two months might injure corn, but 
the plant has a wonderful start and is strong 
and full of vitality. 


Hog Supply Is Short. 

The provision situation hinges on the short 
Supply of hogs and the continued big con- 
sumptive demand. Country advices are in- 
dicative of short hog supplies back on the 
farms, and the shortage is expected to be 
more marked later in the season than now. 
During the panic of 1907 hogs were injudi- 
ciously marketed, and breeding stock in 
many instances was rushed to market with- 
out any regard for future supplies. The re- 
sult is seen now in the limited marketings 
of swine at all points. Packing is falling far 
below the total of a year ago, and the insist- 
ant demand is reducing stocks toa dangerous 
level. Pork products are still relatively 
cheap compared to other meats, which causes 


the consumption ta keep. up at a wonderful 
pace.

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Tree Fifth English Actor 
Rewarded with Knighthood. 


By Sheridan Rayburn. 


Once again, and for the fitth time in the annals of the stage, the honor of knight- 
hood has been conferred on a tepresentative English actor by the British sovereign. 
Herbert Beerbohm Tree is the latest sir knight, the title having been bestowed upon 
him within the last fortnight as a fitting reward after thirty years of theatrical actir- 
= marked by an uhswerving devotion to the best interests of the theater and the 

ma. 
Similar honor fell to another branch of the theatrical profession in the awarding 
of a like distinction to Arthur Wing Pinero, the foremost English dramatist of the 
present day. However, the knighthood which has been granted to Pinero has an even 
greater significance than that conferréd on Tree, because no other playwright ever has 
been distinguished in this way before. And, as Henry Irving was the first actor to 
be knighted, thereby creating a precedent followed in the last fourteen years by the 
dubbing of John Hare, Squire Bancroft, and Charles Wyndham, so Pinero assumes 8 
rank never attained before by a writer in his profession, _ 
Since the death of Sir Henry Irving Mr. Tree has occupied the position of the 
leading dramatic actor of England in so far as managerial alertness and activity are 
concerned. Along the line of histrionism hig attainments have not been as brilliant 
as those of Johnston Forbes- Robertson. It is as a manager, shrewd in his business 
intuitions, keen of discernment, and thoroughly artistic in his instincts, rather than as 
a highly gifted actor, that he has won for himself the place he holds. He has followed 
in Irving’s footsteps by giving London audiences the most elaborate productions, the 
most complete mise en scene, and the most carefull} selected casts seen in the theaters 
of the British metropolis, 
His first stage appearance was made in the late 70. About ten years later, in 
1887, he came to the fore when he began a tenancy of the Haymarket theater, leaving 
there only when his own playhouse, Her Majesty’s, since rechristened His Majesty's, 
was ready for occupancy in 1897. In the last twenty years he has created a wide 

range of parts, in addition to playing. leading roles in more than à dozen Shakspearean 

plays. : : 
Among his greatest successes have been Falstaff and Richard II., and at other 
times, although not in the order named, he has been seen as Benedick in “Much Ado 
About Nothing,” as the Prime Minister Zakkuri in the Long-Belasco drama “The 
Darling of the Gods”; as Prince Dmitry Nehludof in Resurrection *; as Herod, 
Ulysses, and Nero in a series of the Stephen Phillips poetic dramas; as Malvollo in 
“Twelfth Night”; as Hamlet, as Marcus Antonius and as Cesar in Julius Cesar,“ 
as Petruchio in“ The Taming of the Shrew,” as Gringoire in “The Ballad Monger,” 
se Mr. Wilding in Capt. Swift,” as Demetrius in The Red Lamp,” as Svengali im 
“Trilby,” as Bottom in “A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” as Rip in “Rip Ven

Tree Stands Alone Among Actor Managers. 


Who else can lay claim to such marked versatility? What other living actor has 
veered so frequently from the comic to the tragic, from farce to melodrama, from the 
classic drama to the modern comedy, and ever with an almost unfailingly satisfactory 
result? It must be admitted that he stands alone among ambitious actor-managers. 
Yet his ambition does not take the form of seeking out réles which show himself to 
the greatest advantage. No more is commercial gain his goal, for he has been known 
on different occasions to withdraw a play still in the heyday of its success in order 
that a new and promised production might be given. 


With a strange persistency he has refused many offers for American tours, and his 


visits to this country have been few in comparison with those made by other English 
Players, It is rumored that in January he will cross the Atlantic and during a tour 
of the principal American cities present a rspertoir which wih melude “The School 
for Scandal,” “The Merry Wives of Windsor,” “The Newcomes,” “ Oliver Twist,” 
“The Tempest,” and“ Richard II.“ Such à visit would be most welcome indeed and 
devoutly to be wished. |

Robert Lorraine, who plays Charles Surface; Lionel Brough, seen as Moses; and 
Henry V. Esmond, author of “When We Were Twenty-one,” The Wilderness,” 
and other plays, who is cast as Benjamin Backbite.

American Grand Opera Accepted in Berlin. 

An interesting announcement of last week which came from the authorities of the 
Royal Opera house, Berlin, made known the glad tidings that a grand opera on an 
American subject, written and scored by an American librettist and composer, had 
been accepted for production. “ Poia” is the title of the work, and Randolph Hartley 
' gnd Arthur Nevin divide the honors as author and composer. This is the first time on 
record that an American composition of this kind has been accepted by a court theater 
in Europe. 

In the libretto of Pola the action takes place long before the arrival of white 


men in America, and all the characters are Indians and personages of Indian myth- 


1 ology. The story concerns a legendary character named Poia, who, in order to win 


the love of a girl of his tribe, makes a hazardous journey to the home of the sun god 

nd because of his bravery and devotion is chosen by the gods to be their prophet on 
earth. The legend upon which the libretto is founded is really the Christ story of the 
Indians of the northwest. It differs from similar legends possessed by all races 
chiefly in the fact that human love is the inspiration that leads the hero to a spiritual 


perfection. 


Mr. Hartley, it is said, has followed as closely as possible in the dramatic form 
the original Indian legends, which were gathered and translated by Walter McClin- 
tock, a young American ethnologist who has made a deep study of Indian folklore. 
Mr. Nevin’s score is based upon original Indian themes, which he himself obtained at 
) first hand from the Indians of the northwest. The work as an opera, however, is 


| 


construtted upon the accepted lines of modern music drama. 

The fiest production of “ Poia” at the Berlin opera will take place next season. 
It is undetstood that the work was submitted to the authorities of the Metropolitan 
* pera house, New York, and declined. It becomes all the more gratifying that it 
should find due recognition in Berlin, one of the greatest centers in the world of oper- 
atic art. The verdict of the opera going public of Germany’s capital will be awaited 
with interest by American music lovers the country over. If success is the award the

All types 
are given, from modern to classic, many of 
them receiving their first presentation on any 
stage. Often interesting one act plays are 
produced that one would be unableto witness 
elsewhere. Longer plays by American play- 
wrights have been given their initial per- 
formances by the students and afterwards 
accepted by well known actors and managers 
for the legitimate stage. As many as fifty- 
two plays have been given a public presenta- 
tion by this institution during a single year 
of the senior work. Each season the plays 
produced include comediettas, comedies, 
farcep, problem plays and dramas, and are 
selected from writers of American and for- 
eign note.

No man wants his children to be subject 
to the influence which is exerted by some of 
these plays. I do not.intend either to make 
Boston provincial. Here and there in the 
country mayors of different cities have now 
and then refused to allow a play to go on their 
stages. There has been no concerted effort 
to take practical means to wipe out the inde- 
cent play, but I intend that such an effort will 
be made in Boston.

GIVE THE POLICE A CHANCE. 

In at least two respects much of the 
criticism of the police methods in 
handling the bomb cases is unfair. The 
assumption that the authorities were in- 
active until prodded by the public m. 
dignation following the last and most 
destructive explosion is unreasonable and 
the suspicion that they were inactive be- 
cause, while they knew the cowardly 
scoundrels who used the explosives, they 
feared to expose them is unjust. 

That the efforts of the police, to cap- 
ture the bomb throwers have not been 
successful is as unfortunate as it is true. 
No one regrets it more than the police 
officials. To jump to the conclusion which 
would present itself as obvious to the 
cheaply cynical that they have not 
caught the ruffians because they do not 
want to catch them is not indicative of 
shrewdness and the conclusion itself is 
not warranted by the facts. 

The fact is that the police were at 
work on these cases long before the gen- 
eral public became aroused to the serious- 
ness of the crimes. Before the last ex- 
plosion which put many lives in danger 
and destroyed much property forty men 
bad been detailed in an effort to lay 
hands on the men unscrupulous or de- 
generate enough to use such means to 
carry on a private feud or to extort 
money. 

The police have been painstaking, al- 
though not successful. The last ex- 
plosion has served to uncover some of 
their methods. Suspects have been 
trailed for months. Men thought to be 
implicated in the bomb throwing have 
had detectives at their elbows watching 
their every movement. This work has 
not brought results. Hence some have 
foolishly jumped at the conclusion that 


there has been no effort. 


Give the police a chance. If the dyna- 
miters be organized as a gang of later 
day Molly Maguires the authorities have 
no easy task on their hands. If, on the 
other hand, the crimes have been com- 
mitted by disassociated individuals wiih 
different motives and seeking different 
objects, the task is no easier. Whether 


the officials are displaying ability in their 


efforts is a question on which one in- 
dividual opinion is as good as another, 
but there is no justification for the asser- 
tion that they are inactive or unwilling.

For the prince of Wales, in his capacity as 
master of the ancient corporation of Trinity 
house, has moved for the election of the gal- 
lant explorer as one of the elder brethren 
of Trinity. Needless to add that the project 
has met with no opposition Yo that no 
time will be lost in investing the Rew brother 
with all the rights and prerogatives of his 
office. 

It is not the first time that Trinity house 
has adopted this manner of honoring those 
who had in their eyes placed the nation un- 
der an obligation. Thus, the iron’’ duke 
of Wellington was elected a brother of Trin- 
ity after the battle of Waterloo. The great 
premier, Billie Pitt, was likewise a 
brother. 80, too, were Lord Palmerston, W. 
In- 
deed, the latter,and Gladstone invariably 
wore the Trinity house uniform, which is 
almost identical with that of an admiral, at 
court and at state functions, preferring it to 
any other official garb. Lord Beaconsfield, 
however, on one memorable occasion turned 
up at a levee in the gold epaulettes and 
anchor embroidered seafaring coat of a Trin- 
ity brother, with the gold lace trousers, the 
sword, and the chapeau of a privy councilor, 
hisappearance creating consternation among 
the court Officials and much amusement in 
the royal circle. 


— 

While Trinity house is an institution about 
which the general public, especially in this 
country, knows little or nothing, its name is 
familiar to every seafaring man. It is one 
of the oldest of those departments of the 
British government which are virtually in- 
dependent both of the national treasury and 
af the crown, and which manage their 
finances without the interference or super- 
vision of parliament. , 

In the same way that the royal college of 
heralds is permitted to maintain itself in 
existence by means of charging heavy fées 
for the registration of titles, for the grants 
of armorial bearings, for genealogical re- 
searches, and for the management of state 
functions, so has the Trinity house been al- 
lowed for several centuries to raise large 
revenues by levying pllotage and Mghthouse 
dues on all vessela entering British ports. 
In return for this Trinity house has under- 
taken ever since its foundation to maintain 
and erect lighthouses, to place buoys, and to 
furnish efficient pilots in all British ports and 
British waters. It is to Henry VIII. that 
must be ascribed the origin of Trinity house 
True, there are traditions to show that the 
institution was in existence previous to his 
But it was 
» Bluff King Hal“ who first granted the 
charter of incorporation to what was then a 
guild of pilots, seamen, and mariners at 
Deptford Stroud, in the county of Kent. 

Early in the seventeenth century it was in- 
trusted with the responsibility of surveying 
shipping, built, hired, or purchased, by the 
government, and in 1618 a vessel named the 
Mayflower was offered for sale to the gov- 
ernment, but was rejected as unfit for public 
service by direction and on the report of the 
brethren of Trinity house. It was this very 
ship thus turned down by Trinity house 
which subsequently brought the pilgrim 
fathers to this country. 

— 

The headquarters of the corporation—Trin- 
ity house, as it is styled—is situated on 
Tower hill, adjoining the tower of London, 
and wae built at the end of the eighteenth 
century from designs by Sam Wyatt, being 
the third home of the corporation. The first 
house was destroyed by -the great fire of 
London in 1566. The courtroom of the pres- 
ent home of the @rinity brethren is a mag- 
nificent chamber, adorned with rare old por- 
traits, with relics of the Spanish armada, 
and with flags taken by Sir Francis Drake 
and other celebrated English naval com- 
manders from the enemy.

The palace of the Wilhelmstrasse has only

when it was built by Gen. Count von Schulen- 
burg, according to designs which he brought 
from Italy, and.after it had been the home 
for a time of Countess Sophie Doenhoff, the 
morganatic wife of King Frederick William 
II. of Prussia, and mother of that Gen. Count 
Brandenburg who was for a time prime min- 
ister of Prussia, it was sold in 1791 for a 
ridiculously small sum by the Schulenburg 
family to Prince Anthony Radziwill. who 
had married Princess Louise of Prussia. It 
was there that Princess Louise brought up 
the natural children of her brother, Prince 
Louis Ferdinand, by Henrietta Fromm, King 
Frederick William HI. ennobling them under 
the name of Von Wildenbruch.

One of them, who became a general and 
ambassador, was the father of Ernest von 
Wildenbruch, the famous German author, 
playwright, and poet, who died the other 
day. It was under the trees of the extensive 
garden of this palace that old Emperor Will 
lam courted the lovely Princess Elsie Radzi- 
will, for whose sake he was ready to renounce 
his. succession to the Prussian throne, and 
whom he was prevented by the kronrath, 
or grand counc@ of the crown, from marrying 
after he had plighted his troth. 

Throughout the first seventy years of tha 
nineteenth century the palace was the scene 


of the most magnificent hospitality, and it 
was one of the few houses of the grande 
noblesse at Berlin to which the representa- 
tives of art, Kterature, and science had ac- 
cess and where they always found a gracious 
welcome. 

The German government paid nearly 
$2,000,000 for the palace in 1871, and during 
the twenty years that it remained the home 
of Prince Bismarck it was not alone the hub 
of the German empire but also the center of 
the political gravity of Furope. In its great 
banqueting hall the memorable Berlin con- 
gress of 1878 took place, which gave birth 
to the so-called treaty of Berlin, and after 
Bismarck's downfall it was occupied in turn 
by Gen. Count Caprivi and by the late Prince 
Clovis Hohenlobe before becoming the resi- 
dence of Prince Buelow. Who will be its

A SERMON FOR TODAY 


— 


THE GLORY OF A NATION. 
BY HENRY F. COPE. 


And the desert shall rejoice and blossom ap 
the rose. —Isalah xxxv., 1. ; 

HE glory of a nation depends on its 

gifts to its own day. We may please 

ourselves with boastings of the past, 

but, after all, in the long test of the 

ages this only counts, in what way 
have we enriched the earth, in what way 
have we made its moral and intellectual 
deserte to blossom as the rose, and how 
far have we converted its parched ground 
into pools? : 

The greatness of a people depends not 
on what they have but on what they give, 
not on what they may store up within their 
borders but on what they may share with 
others. If we boast ot independence we can 
no better prove our right to it than by a 
bounty and love that makes others depend- 
ent on us for the blessings we now enjoy.

We can, if 
we will, make sacrifices that the ages will 
recognize as just as truly heroic as any that 
have been made on bloodstained fields.

t places, plain mothers who Sacrifice social 
ambitions and the, temptations of life tha. 
they might train their children aright, giving 
not their own lives alone, but giving to the 
world other lives rich in usefulness and 
character worth. Whoever helps lives to 
worthier ends enriches, ennobles the life oz 
all the people. 

The glory of the days that are gone lies 
not in the fact that we conquered an imbecile 
king, nor in that we set millions of slaves 
free; it lies in the fact that men everywhere 
could give up home and business success and 
the ease of life to support a principle, to die 
for an ideal. 

Though we compassed all the earth in our 
possessions we could be no greater than our 
souls; though we possessed no more than 
little rocky Greece or barren Palestine, 10 
measure could be made of our worth if we 
but give the world such ideals, thoughts, 


aspirations, and visions as have sprung from 


these little lands. 

This is the finest, highest, holiest, and most 
truly religious service that we may know, 
this is that which sets each one into the 


glorious company ef the great of all ages, |

LBANIA at present is the storm center 
of Europe, and the one spot in the 
old world where active fighting is in 
progress between several armies num- 
bering 20,000 and 30,000 men each. 

Two of these armies are Ottoman, and those 
arrayed against them are Albanians. Thus 
far the latter have managed to hold their 
own, and are furnishing abundant evidence 
that they are as capable of defending their 
well nigh impregnable mountain fastnesses 
and of repulsing invaders as in the days of 
their national hero, Scanderbeg, who actually 
succeeded in routing Sultan Mohammed II.. 
the conqueror of Constantinople, and in forc- 
ing him to acknowledge by treaty the inde- 
pendence of Albania. 

True, the Turks managed by diplomacy 
rather than by strategy to reduce Albania to 
the nominal status of a province of the sub- 
lime porte, toward the close of the fifteenth 
century. But the subjection of Albania to 
the sultan always has been more theoretical 
than real. It has enjoyed the most complete 
autonomy, and since its population always 
has resolutely declined to pay any taxes, it 
probably has been the one solitary portion 
of the empire from which no padishah ever 
has been able to extort any gold. 

— * 


Albanians were extensively represented 
among the subaltern officers of the Third 
or so-called Macedonian army corps, which 
brought about the Turkish constitutional 
coup d'état of last fall, and were mainly 
responsible for its success. Abdul Hamid had 
forfeited their loyalty and good will by 
superseding his famous bodyguard of Al- 
banians with Kurdish regiments, and by his 
failure to make any attempt to settle the 
huge arrears of pay of both officers and men 
of the Third army corps. Moreover, they 
ascribed to his gross maladministration the 
resolve of the foreign powers to actively 
intervene in Macedonia, a course they were 
convinced would threaten the autonomy of 
Albania. That is why they revolted against 
him lest year. 7 

They expected to bring about by means of 
their pronunciamento the payment of their 
salaries, the increased independence of Al- 
bania, and to avert any foreign action in the 
European provinces of the porte. But they 
have been disappointed; at any rate in the 
first two particulars. The money due to them 
remains unpaid, while instead of their na- 
tionalist rights and prerogatives being aug- 
mented for the services they rendered in sub- 
stituting a constitutional form of government 
for the most cruel form of oriental despotism, 
an attempt is being made to deprive them of 
all their time honored immunities and privi- 
leges. and to reduce Albania to the same 
level as all other provinces of the empire. 

The doctrine the new government of Tur- 
key is endeavoring to enforce is that all the 
people subject to the sultan’s rule should be 
regarded as being on the same footing; that 
military service, which was formerly re- 
stricted to Moslems, should be extended to 
Christians and Jews, and that no one any 
longer should enjoy exemption from taxa- 
tion or from any other obligation, no matter 
whether fiscal, military, or civic. 

— 

The Albanian participators in the coup 
d'etat of last fall, naturally consider that 
they have been betrayed, charge the present 
government at Constantinople with the bas- 
est sort of ingratitude, and have withdrawp 
to the mountains, among their own people, 
determined to fight to the last not only in 
defense of the home rule Albania hitherto has 
enjoyed but for additional autonomy end 
even independence. 

Sultan Mehmed V. and his ministers are 
placed thereby ina serious quandary. Owing

T is said of Darwin that his books were the 
most revolutionary to scientific theory, the most 
illuminating to biologists, of any in their age, 
and that today none are so little quoted in the 
colleges.

Yet they, more than any other one set of 

works, are credited with bringing biological 
ideas to their present position. They were new 
in the nineteenth century, advanced.@ In the 
twentieth century they are old, obsolete. Thus 
with all our knowledge. It is a fit in one age; 
a misfit in the next. Today it is revolutionary. 
Tomorrow it is reactionary. 

And this for many reasons. As our race 
evolves it sees. things differently. For it has more light to see with. 
In a totally dark room we know nothing of its furnishings. Let the 
starlight in and we see dim outlines of things; the moonlight, and we 
see more. Light a candle, a gas jet, an electric burner, and with each

‘There will be no passion in Germany’s next 
It will be a war of cool calculation and cold blood. Englishmen 
who have not lived in Berlin do not understand the Prussian.

The next war 
will be no dress parade show, but a simple anair of calculated famine.

Just after the Franco-Prussian war some French friends of mine 
described the conduct of the victorious Germans during the invasion. 
“The Prussians,” said my friend, “ fought with the coolness of human 
machines which nothing coul.. stop. The French soldiers fought with 
a passion that soon cooled, the Germans with u cold blooded will that 
was crushing; when they made raids private families in search of 
wines and provisions they did so with perfect politeness, but with 
pitiless determination.” | 

But if the Prussian in 1870 was a fighting automaton with a will 
wound up like a clock, what would he be now after forty years of 
drill, and discipline far more reasoned, far more desperate, than any 
training ever conceived by the Spartans at their best or the Romans 
in their supremest triuniphs? — 

The danger menaeing and is not now a military but an aerial 
danger. The old Roman question of feeding the populace is revived 
once more. The English are an exception to almost every case pre- 
sented in history. They are an island, and in their beautiful dreams 
of eternal prosperity, dreams which “ave lasted ever since the de 
struction of the Spanish armada, they have been hypnotised into a state 
of chronic lethargy, reduced to a condition of universal languor and 
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While having flourished in a narrow way in ancient Japan, the 
deyelopment of the modern system of education has come since the 
restoration of the imperial government in 1868. Admiral Perry’s 
treaty previous to this time not only opened the door of Japan commer- 
cially, but also by opening the eyes of the Japanese people to western 
civilization and culture stirred the nation to new life educationally 
and intellectually. It was natural that Japan should look toward the 
United States for her educational ideas. 

The United States made our nation a great debtor in educational 
matters when she remitted her share, $150,000, of an indemnity of 
$300,000 which Japan had to pay to certain powers for what is known 
as the Shimonasaki affair. By specific provisions of the act of con- 
gress this sum of $150,000 was to be devoted to education in Japan. 
This cemented a firm alliance in education, for which Japan has been 
a gainer and the United States not a loser. 

In other direct ways the United States has had a hand in mold- 
ing the Japanese educational system. At the first, leading American 
educators, after a study of the needs of the nation just emerging from 
its feudal condition, established standards, of education in literature, 
science, and law; many teachers went to Japan personally to introduce 
these systems and to build up and superintend the educational interests 
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we see more clearly. The sunlight makes things still plainer. An X 
ray exposes to view even their interiors. Our descriptions of the room 
given at these successive stages of illumination would necessarily 
differ, and widely. Perhaps they would conflict. Nevertheless, each 
would hold true for the time and circumstances of its giving. 

So it is with our ideas of the universe. They are true for the time 
being. But added light brings fresh revelations: We describe things 
differently from age to age. For we see them differently. But within 
its own sphere each theory is correct. Atoms are still indestructible 
within the limits of the sort of matter the nineteenth century physi- 
cists were talking about. It is only wheh the newly discovered radi- 
ant quality of matter is taken into account that they become destruc 
tible. This new found quality of matter is an added ray of light 
which obliges us to see the atom differently than before. But it 
does not alter the veridity of the old theory of indestructibility which 
is true within its own proper limits. 

Also we are changing. The savage, the civilized man, the scientist, 
the poet would each have a different description of the room in its 
different degrees of light. As the race develops it passes from sav-

Japan. 


As early as 1860, by the advice of Minister Harris, the first 


American minister to Japan, a large body of young men who were in 
training for government positions were sent by the shogun to the 
United States and to other countries to study, each in his own special- 
ty, the best occidental methods for use in developing the “ new 
Japan.” Another similar group of young men was sent by the im- 
perial government in 1872. 

The young men thus trained have applied their learning to their 
country’s needs. Many have risen to the highest posts. So far as 
they were adaptable, the ideas and methods in the government, com- 
merce, and education of the great republic have been incorporated into 
the Japanese system. 

In many other less direct ways the United States has influenced 
Japan. Christian missions and Christian schools have been powerful 
factors. Other schools, founded by Americans and English, or by 
Japanese educated in America as well as in European countries, scat- 
tered up and down the empire, have sent out young Japanese trained 
in American ways and imbued with American spirit, and have served 
as models om which the Japanese have builded institutions of their 
own. 

As an instance of the influence of a Japanese who is a product 
of American missions and who has assimilated the best in the Amer- 
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agery to civilization, and from one degree of culture and intelligence to 
another. It begins with savage conceptions of things and ends with 
scientific and poetic. The knowledge of the savage is the ignorance of 
the scientist. And the wisdom of the scientist is the folly of the poet. 
The truth of today is the lie of tomorrow.

The most daring conceptions of our most advanced thinkers, their 
most illuminating theories may seem primitive, puerile, silly to the 
coming race of ages hence.

Among men are a myriad degrees of evolution. So there are a 
myriad phases of thought, a myriad forms of philosophy, of religion. 
Each serves the purposes of those to whom it appears as truth. And 
each is true within its own sphere of influence. Every man views 
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salem, Rome, Carthage, and, above all, to contemplate the wonders 
and tetrors” of the French revolution. In every instance doom war 
achieved by hunger. 

The two olasses most steeped in apathy are the millionaires and 
titled rich on one hand and the irresponsible poor on the other. The 
first have many things to lose; the second, nothing but their lives, to 
which they would cling with frenzied tenacity. The rich live in 
mock security, thinking it an easy affair to escape in yachts, steamers, 
automobiles, etc. An attempt would be made to cross the water by 
night, but the danger on the water would be greater than the danger 
at home, and the first thing the government would do would be to put 
the people on short rations, Then all the available orators throughout 
the land would be set to work to talk to the people. The people! 
Alas, yes! For the people hate the pangs of hunger even more than 
the gouty member of parliament, so often advised by his physician to 
starve himself for a week or two as a cure.for his aches and disorders. 

The rich would find the first weeks of the blockade rather exciting 
and agreeable. But the man in the street would begin to grow! on the 
first day famine cast her grim shadow across his path. On him, 
the hungry man with a family of starving children, sermons, speeches, 
and reasoned editorials would produce no effect. The go ernment 
would be blamed, all political parties would be blamed, and the end of 
famine would be a pandemonium of drunkenness, frenzy, and destruc- 
tion, The Paris commune would be repeated with this difference—the 
ruin wrought in London wauld be incaleulably greater. 

In the universal fury and confusion one party would blame the 
other, rage and dismay would seize on all, a chorus of curses and 
vituperation would arise to drown authority and urge the remnant on 
to national annihilation. Forty-eight hours of cumulative delirium and 
horror would wipe out a thousand years of accumulated civilizations. 
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ican systems of education, President Naruse of the women’s university 
of Tokio typifies the far-reaching extent of the evangelical missions.

In this way, directly and indirectly, the United States has given 
impetus to the development of an educational system to the rising 
generations of Japan; has trained, educated, and inspired many of 
Japan's leaders of thought and action in many fields, and has given @ 
wide application to the spirit of brotherhood among nations. 
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things according to his own light. 
in any other way. 

Yet as time and evolution go on all modify their ideas. The race 
as a whole passes from one stage of thought to another. And the 
individual. who is a revolutionist, a reformer, a radical, a vanguard 
thinker in this incarnation may return to the world in his next incar- 
nation as a reactionary, a conservative, a laggard.

AMERICA’S PATRIOTIC SONGS. 


While the great American nation has no 
national songs it has many that are patri- 
otic. 

The Sta Spangled Banner deservedly 
holds first place in the estimation of all. It 
was composd by Francis Scott Key. Every 
day in the year and renewed every Memorial 
day our flag floats over his grave at Fred- 
erick, Md. Although monuments of granite 
and statues of bronze honor his memory, 
yet nothing could be more appropriate than 
our waving flag. What schoolboy is not 
thrilled by the story of Key, held a prisoner 
on a British ship and the terrific bombard- 
ment of Fort McHenry, the only hope of 
Baltimore? 

In that dark hour of the young republic 
the dawn broke, Fort McHenry defied the 
British, and the Star Spangled Banner still 
waved. a N 
„Americas Tune Common Propert y. 

Deep feelings of patriotism.are stirred by 
this stately song. My Country, "Tis of 
Thee. the tune to which it is sung, is the 
common property. of Germany, Switzerland, 
and England, and is as much the national 
air of Britain as of the United States. 

The words were written by Samuel Francis 
Smith and the song was first sung at a 
Sunday school celebration of the Fourth of 
July at Park Street church, Boston, and it 
is an interesting circumstance that one of 
the little boys that joined in the song at 
that time was the late Rev. Edward Ever- 
ett Hale, the venerable chaplain of the 
United States senate.

It was written by Joseph 
Hopkinson of Philadelphia and sung to the 
air which had been composed by a Ger- 
man music director in New York, under the 
name “The President’s March.” 


Origin of "Yankee Doodle Hidden. 

Its origin is shrouded in the mystery of 
a score of conflicting tales. It is generally 
agreed, however, that the tune came from 
England and the words were invented by 
the British soldiers to be sung in derision 
of the raw American troops who joined 
them at the camp on the Hudson below 
Albany in 1755, during the French and 
Indian war. 

Twenty years later the rebellious patriots 
played Yankee Doodle” at the battle of 
Lexington and it became from that date 
the first national song of the United States. 

The war song of the confederacy is as 
popular in New England as in Texas. The 
first political application of this stirring 
tune was far different from that which at- 
tached to it during the civil war. The song 
made its appearance in 1859. Daniel De- 
catur Emmett, a supporter of Abraham 
Lincoln wrote words to it in 1860 and it 
was sung as a Republican campaign song 
in Illinois that year. 

Mr. Lincoln always liked it, and on the 
afternoon of the day he was assassinated 
he asked a band which serenaded him at 
the White house to play Dixie,“ saying 
that Richmond had been taken and that

riage in any degree worthy the 
name is the ancient custom of 
marriage by capture, and to this 
custom and the one growing di- 
rectly out of.it—marriage by pur- 
chase—are traceable not merely 
rice throwing and casting of old shoes but all 
the rites and ceremonies of a modern wed- 
ding. 

The prettiest of these customs were found- 
ed on the necessity that knows no law, and 
June, the“ wedding month for centuries 
past, was chosen in the first place for rea- 
sons the most utilitarian. The wedding aup- 
per, the presents, the bridemaids, the ushers, 
the best man, the honeymoon, spent none is 
supposd to know exactly where, the ex- 
change of wedding rings, the wedding vell, 
the ceremony, are all reminiscent of customs 
tens of centuries old. 

At the first dawn when men ruled by force 
marriage was by force. The doughty bride- 
groom went forth in search of his fair bride 
not after the soft spoken manner of his 
kind today, but with a club. It mattered not 
if she were unwilling or for that matter if 
she were already the wife of another. The 
club easily ‘settled all such differences. 

Naturally such high handed methods, 
especially if the fair one was already a 
wife, required retaliation involving not only 
the despoiled and the despoiler, but their 
respective friends and relatives. 

But jealousy, as we know it, does not seem 
to have entered any claim in proceedings. 
It was not the bereaved husband robbed of 
his nearest and dearest who sought revenge. 
It was the outraged property owner, robbed 
of his most valuable assets, retaliating in 
kind. His property had been stolen from him. 
It was his privilege to get it back and to 
steal as much more as he could. 

By degrees it was found, everything con- 
sidered, cheaper and pleasanter all around 
to offer some compensation for the stolen 
bride and the custom arose of marriage by 
purchase. This compensation varied. Ob- 
viously the simplest way to purchase a wife 
or wives was to give in exchange a Kins- 
woman, a sister, a niece, or a daughter, but 
a more popular method of payment was by 
services rendered the woman's father. Some- 
times the wite was given in advance, some- 
times not until the period of labor was com- 
pleted (it wiii be remembered that Jacob 
served fourteen years for Rachel), and some- 
times the sale was made on the installment 
plan, the wife belonging to the husband, but 
all children born during the period of ser vi- 
tude being considered a part of the house- 
hold of the wife’s father. Over these chil- 
dren the grandfather had the power of life 
and death, but each one could be redeemed 
for a cow. 

Most usual of all forms of marriage by pur- 
chase was compensation in the shape of prep- 
erty, real or personal, and by degrees, as the 
ties of family affection streaagthened, this 
whole custom fell into disrepute as had the 
practice of marriage by capture, and to the 
pride herself was given the portion for- 
merly handed over to her father. 

Among certain nations marriage by cap- 
ture seems never to have found great favor. 
Among others marriage by purchase seems 
to have been a short lived institution. For 
example, the Chinese, those archsupporters 
of tradition, maintain among tnelf Fompli- 
cated marriage ceremonies only the falat-

est trace of marriage by capture, that of lift- 
ing the bride over the doorsill of her new 
home, though they still expect elaborate 
presents in return for a daughter. Contrari- 
wise, the Padams of India, though marriage 
by capture.is still to a degree in force among 
them, would think themselves disgraced if 
they should barter a child’s happiness for 
money. 

Marriage rites as we know them today have 
risen slowly and in various ways. According 
as it was recognized as a matter of impor- 
tange, marriage came to be surrounded with 
greater and greater ceremony. As one type 
of marriage would die, to be succeeded by 
a higher type, the rites of the first type, 
formerly considered the indispensable part 
of the ceremony, would be retained symboli- 
cally in the second Years after marriage 
by capture had become a mere tradition 
among the Romans a Roman gir! fled to the 
lap of her mother on her wedding day and 
was torn away bodily by the bridegroom and 
his friends and, like the Chinese girl, she 
was always lifted over the doorstep of her 
new home. 

In New Zealand today, though the bride 
may be entirely complaisant to her sweet- 
heart, though he may have been working for 
years to provide a home for his wife, though 
she may have provided a chestful of linen 
for her wedding, at the last moment he has to 
capture her by main force and carry her off 
to his house. As New Zealand women are 
proverbially buxom, some frightful struggles 
ensue, the bride frequently escapes, and the 
young man has to begin the fray afresh. 
Meantime the girl's family must lament and 
bewall the loss of their daughter or become 
the object of their neighbors’ derision. 

There is a story of a New Zealand motker 
who confided to a traveler her satisfaction 
at her daughter’s marriage. “I have long 
wished it,“ said she, and in my heart Iam 
happy, but with my mouth I must grieve or 
the neighbors would burn my crops and scorn 
me for the rest of my life.” 

In Greenland a similar custom prevails, the 


bride kicking and screaming like a wildcat 


until set down in front of the door of her 
Igloo, when she immediately becomes tract- 
able. In Wales the bride is carried away on 
horseback by her kinsmen and surrendered 
to her husband only after a long and exhaust- 
ing chase has wearied utterly both horses 
and riders. 

In our own country the supposed reluctante 
of a girl to marry and leave her home, to- 
gether with the rice and shoe throwing and 
regulations generally meted out to a bride 
and groom, are survivals of this ancient rite 
of marriage by capture. In itself, rice sig- 
nifies best wishes for a large family, and an 
old shoe is for good luck, but their remote an- 
tecedants were the spear and javelin of our 
ancestors. 

The bridemalds now walking demurely 
down the church aisle once fied shrieking 
through the woods to tell their tribe of the 
capture of one of their number, while the 
ushers at a wedding found their forerunners 
in the men who fought on behalf of the 
bridegroom and helped him bear away his 
pride. The best man was once the best 
man chosen for his fidelity and his prowess 
with spear and bow, and the“ farewell 
bachelor supper” is the last development

of some reward accorded the bridegroom's 
friends. 

As the wedding guests now gather to- 
gether at house and church, so once did the 
bride's tribe gather together to rescue their 
stolen daughter. As now the wedding sup- 
per is prepared, so once did they sit down 
together in peace and amity after marriage 
by capture had given way to marriage by 
purchase, to the feast prepared by the bride- 
groom to propitiate his father-in-law. 

The ceremony of cutting the wedding cake 
which fall to the bride, is a survival of the 
old Roman eating together.“ which sig- 
nified that the bride was reconciled to her 
lot and that the husband granted her a. 
share of his property, and the habit of put- 
ting back her veil io a remnant of savage cus- 
tom which decrees a woman must dress di- 
ferently after her marriage to signify she ts 
a wife. Bie 

Even the religious ceremony, indispensable 
to a modern church wedding, took its rise 
in the heathen custom of invoking the, aig of, 
the gods upon an undertaking, of any im- 
portance, while the presents now bestowed 
upon a bride were once given her father. The 
wedding journey, taken vaguely “in the 
east or in the south,“ according to the 
society columns of the daily newspapers, was 
once a matter not only of secrecy but of dread 
when, cowering in the shadows of the forest. 
the bridegroom hid the woman he had 
dragged away to the thicket, far from her 
pursuing kinsmen and in terror of his life. 

The popularity of June as a wedding month 
may be traced to the fact that, game and 
fish being plentiful in summer, it was then 
that our progenitors naturally turned their 
thoughts to affairs matrimonial, exactly as 
a young man of today waits for an increase 
of salary before plunging into marriage. 

In selecting a wedding day there are thirty - 
two days on which it is said to be bad luck 
to marr These are Jan. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 10: 
Feb. 6, 7, and 18; March 1, 6, and 8; April 6 
and 11; May 6, 6, and 7; June 7 and 15; July 
5 and 19; Aug. 15 and 19; Sept. 6 and 7; Oct. 
6; Nov. 15 and 16, and Dec. 15, 16, and 17. 
These days are to be avoided, says tradi- 
tion, because, according to an ancient super- 
stition, they are under the control of deities 
inimica] to human happiness.

N interesting array of figures has 
been compiled on the south side 
“to show that Chicago is gaining 
right along as a summering place. 

‘meeesesn There was a bis business last 

we 2 OY year, and indications point to a 

greater volume than ever this 
summer. Last season at five family hotels on 
the south side spending the summer months 
were 274 families from ninety cities and 
towns in eighteen states and territories of 
this country. 

At the head of the list of towns sending 
families to Chicago's summer resort stands 
our big sister down at the west end of Eads 
bridge over the Mississippi. St. Louis sent 
forty-two families, and from the great state 
of Missouri outside of the metropolis there 
were twenty-seven other families from Kan- 
sas City, Columbia, Webb City, St. Joseph, 
Warrensburg, Carroliton, Hannibal, Joplin, 
and Cape Girardeau.

For the next few weeks my theatrical 
Dusiness will call me to Europe and I will 
have to give up my weekly letter to THE 
TRIBUNE readers for a short time, but you 
can rest assured I will be more than glad to 
get back to you and the American people on 
my return from Europe. 

I am going to visit the land of my parents. 
I am going to the old home in Ireland, but 
all wtil seem strange—a whole lot stranger 
than any spot I might visitin America. And 
Iam noexception. Talk to any pugilist who 
has gone abroad to search for dollars and he 
will tell that no matter what success he has 


had, he is glad to return to america. 


While in Europe I am going to study the 
part that the different nationalities have 
played in the development of the ring sport 
and it will be my aim later to take up the 
different countries and the men they have 
developed and discuss what pert they have 
had in bringing the ring sport to its present 
state. 

Hebrews Are Shrewd. 


Only recently I heard it stated that the 
Hebrews had probably done less to develop 
the fighting game than any other class of 
people. This is due, probably to the fact 
that the Hebrew plays a shrewder game. 
whether in fighting or financiering, than the 
Gentile. 

Back in the latter half of the seventeenth 
century, when fighting was booming in Eng- 
land, see who the champion was. Read about 
the days of bare fist fighting, when men with

war of 1812, which assured to the United States the in- 


dependence which they had won in the war of the revo- 
lution? It seems absurd, doesn’t it, that a pig should 
play so important 4 part in the history of the nation? 
Yet, if we can believe the story as it comes to us, this 
actually happened. 

In Providence, Rhode Island, there lived two citi- 

gens who had a serious quarrel: because the pig which 
eval to one of them kept breaking into the garden 
belonging to the other, This occurred so often that at 
last the aggrieved party eomplained to his neighbor 
who owned the pig, and suggested that he repair his 
pigsty. Whereat piggy’a owner said: “Why don't 
you mend your fences?” By and by the owner of the 
garden killed the pig with a pitchfork and put the dead 
body in the sty, where presently its owner found it, 

Now it happened that both men belonged to the 
Federalist party, which favored politically Great Brite 
ain, and did not want America to declare war 
that country, even though American seamen were being 
impressed, American vessela were being stopped en the 
high seas, and many indignities were being Committed 
against the United States by the British, But the 
Democratic party wanted war. 

The election district in which the two neighbors 
lived was about equally divided between Democrats 
and Federalists, but the latter party had always euc- 
ceeded in carrying the election.

Overdrawing Your Health Account. 


We are not speaking now of the little red 
check book that the business girl takes out 20 


proudly, dut ot that other bank account on 
which depends her daily work, her present 
happiness, and all her chances.of future suc- 
cess—her bank account of health. 

No girl has a right to overdraw it. No girl 
has a right to run so close to the margin that 
there is a question whether it will hold out.

night. There's no comfort in her any longer.“ 


The trouble probably was that Mamies 
nerves were all a-frazsle, though the mother 
failed to realise it. She was too tired to smile. 
too tired to eat, too tired to say a pleasant 
word. Mamie’s bank account is already down 
‘to the last cent. Unless she hastens to make 
some new deposits of fresh air, and restful 
sleep, and deep, tranquil breathing, it’s plain, 
to see she will soon land in the bankruptcy 
court along with the other nervous invalids. 

To feel tired is wholesome and normal. A 
conscientious girl ought to feel tired after 
drawing out the energy needed for a good 
day's work. But between tired and overtired 
there's the same difference as between the 
prosperous financier and the one whose draft 
goes to protest. 

The girl who finds herself so tired by even- 
ing that her bath and dinner fail to refresh 
her should ask herself a few questions.

Delights Offered by City. 


The girl who spends her vacation in the 
city, if she goes about it in the right way, may 
dertve as much benefit as the girl who goes 
to the country, and she has the added ad- 
vantage of not having to put up with the in- 
conveniences of the average summer resort, 
of having well cooked and well served meals, 
and s'eeping in her own bed. 

Of course, her days must be planned to 
get ae much rest and change ot scene as 
possible, though not overtiring herself. 

Yor the girl who is seeking rest and_not 
excitement the trolley trips out into the 
open country, the quiet days spent in our 
own lovely parks, and the days spent in the 
boats enjoying the cool breezes of the lake 
prove much more beneficial than the time 
spent in hot and crowded theaters or in the 
noisy amusement parks. 

Get as much of God's fresh air as you can 
and, above all, forget worry! 

There are so many delightful spots in or 
near Chicago reached by the various elec- 
tric lines, that it is rather à hard matter to 
select the best ones. On the north shore 
are ny charming spots, where one can 
spend the day pleasantly. The scenery, 
with its high bluffs overlooking the broad 
expanse of Lake Michigan; the sandy beaches 
and dense woods are most beautiful, and I 
can imagine no more restful place to spend 
a day; the extreme quiet, the health giving 
lak? breezes, and the beautiful view are all 
a panacea for the tired nerves of the business 
gil. Wilmette, Kenilworth, Winnetka, and 
Glencoe are all pretty towns, the round trip 
fares to which range from 2 to 46 cents. 
Tne ride takes one through the beautiful resi- 
dence districts of Buena Park, Sheridan 
Park, Edgewater, and along the north shore 
through classic Evanston. 

One of the longest continuous rides for the 
E cents fare is past Lincoln park and on to 
Bowmanville; this is an interesting old Ger- 
man settlement, with numerous truck farms: 
it is also the location of the parental school. 

A delightful west side ride is that to La 
Grange, a distance of thirty-five miles at 
the round trip rate of 20 cents. The ride 
shows one a picturesque panorama of green 
fields and woods, passing through Austin and 
Oak Park, along the banks of the Desplaines 
river (which latter, by the way, is another 
quiet spot where the scenery is beautiful and 
which would be a most profitable place to 
spend the day) into the pretty little village 
of La Grange. 

Another enjoyable ride is to Forest Park. 
Taking the Twelfth street cars, the ride for 
a time is through that interesting Jewish 
settlement called the Ghetto. Lager it 
passes Douglas park (a pretty park and 
worthy of a visit), and on to Forest Park. The 
trip may be varied by taking another route 
returning, Total fare is 10 cénts. Other 
pretty rides in this part of the city are to 
Lyons (fare 10 cents for round trip), River- 
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9 one of the 


fairest spots on the Fox river, and the ride 
is through dense woods and verdant fields. 


The fare to Elgin and return is $1.10, and to 
Yorkville (a distance of over fifty-one miles), 


is $1.60

On the south side the bathing beaches will 
prove worth visiting, and it is a pretty ride 
to them, passing Oakwoods cemetery, Wind- 
scr Park, and Bryn Mawr. 

An interesting place to go is Dunning. The 
ride is pretty, and if one goes on a Tuesday 
one may inspect the county buildings (the 
poor house and insane asylum), which are 
open to visitors on that day. The fare is 
tut 10 cents for the round trip. : 

The model town of Pullman will prove in- 
teresting and instructive. The car wends 
its way through the negro settlement of the 
south side, or black beit,“ and after pass- 
ing Stony Island avenue and Jackson park 
reaches vast stretches ot prairie and dense 
n a glimpse of 
On arrival one may inspect 
the car factories and the workingmen’s 

model homes. This ride consumes three 
and one-half hours and costs but 20 cents 
for the round trip. 

t the numerous city parks to be visited 
none, to my mind, ig more beautiful than 
Garfield. It was never prettier or better kept 
up than at the present time. Oneof the most 
beautiful views in the park is that seen from 
the verandas of the new refectory. On one 
side the large lake with its wooded shores 
and on the other the fountains and flower 
courts with the stately bandstand in the 
background. Humboldt park on the west 
side and South park on the south side are 
quiet, restful spots to visit. 

Of the shorter boat trips the one to Michi- 
gan City is the most restful, as the trip each 
way takes but two and a half hours. and the 
passenger has four hours at Michigan City, 
giving one plenty of time to have a leisurely 
luncheon, explore the town, and send “ the 
folks some souvenir postal cards. Fare, 
75 cents. 

If one likes the water, the trip to Milwau- 
kee and return at $1 will prove to be worth 
the price. The trip takes about twelve hours, 
two of which are spent in Milwaukee.

The finder always willbe in doubt 
of it, At the same time so many people are 
regardless of the small courtesies of lite te 
such an extent that, having the name and 
address of such a finder. they would not go to 
the ‘trouble to acknowledge such a return of 
valuables. 

In this case an hor eet finder et rurse or 
valuable of any kind owes it to himself to 
hold the winning card in the emergency. That 
careless person losing the thing at least 
should be held up to do the necessary walk- 
ing to recover it to the satisfaction of the 
finder. To this end it is the part of wisdom 
for the finder to appear at any proper place 
of reporting on the premises, report that a 
certain object has been picked up, and oi 
be beld pending the claim of the loser and a 
satisfactory ‘description of the property. 
He should follow this up by giving his name 


and address, and whatever ways and means 


may be necessary for the loser to get in touch 
with him. ; 

Thereafter the “ lost and found columns 
of the newspapcrs may be consulted, always 
with the reservation that the finder owes it 
to himself to have a clear, satisfactory de- 
scription of the property from any person 
who may make a claim to it. Honest own- 
ers of such property will be quick to accord 
such a right to the honest finder.

Burglar and Safe Builder Are Constantly at War. 


NE of the longest drawn out wars of 
wite in modern times is that which 
has been waged between the burglar 
and the safe maker. 

The burglar has been a necessary 
incident to the building of the modern safe 
on its almost impregnable lines. It is he who 
practically has tried out all manner of strong 
boxes designed for the defeat of his inge- 
nuity. As fast as the burglar has proved his 
ability to enter a safe, the safe manufactur- 
er has set about new plans for circumventing 
him. 

The old combination lock for the safe was 
a feature in its day. It displaced the old 
fashioned key and as applied to only a small 
fron safe it was co:.sidered a discouraging 
innovation of the ourglar. But soon the 
burglar discovered hat by knocking the 
combination dial off with a hammer he could 
throw the bolt frm the inside. Drilling 
came later; then the insertion of a wedge 
by which the door could be forced off ita 
hinges; then nitroglycerin; and now that 
both methcds have been more or less cir- 
cumivented, the burning methods are antici- 
pated, using. thermite, the electric arc, and 
the oxygen-eretylene flame. 

In the better quality of safes the burglar’s 
drill: is useless, because of the alternating, 
hardened plates that are proof against cut- 
ting. The wedge, driven in by a sledge- 
hammer, has been made ineffectua! through 
grinding and fitting the doors so closely that 
they are both water and ofl proof. This 
same close 1.cting has made the use of nitro- 
giycerin more difficult, à protecting flange 
closing in against the facings of the safe until 
the liquid explosive cannot be forced into the 
opening. So accurately are dern doors 
ground to the opening that in closing they 
will clip a hair. Seme of these round doors 
in the modern strong room of banking houses 
weigh twenty tons, yet are so easy of opera- 
tion that a 10-year-old boy can swing them

In the Chicago banks and safe deposit 
vaults an armed guard is one of the strong- 
est precautions against the burglar.

In the subtreasury vaults the entrance 
door is guarded by three clocks, so arranged 
that if one should get out of repair or run 
down, the others are sufficient to slip the 
bolts. After this the vault clerk and his 
assistant each must work an independent 
combination dial before the door will swing. 

The Chemical National bank in New York 
is one of the strongly fortified treasuries of 
the country; placed forty feet below the 
level of the street. Every eighteen minutes 
an armed watchman passes the coor and by 
a series of ingerloys mirrors is enabled to 
see to the fprthest corners of the money 
vaults. The bank safe weighs 300 tons and 
the two outer doors weigh 12,000 pounds. As 
a further precaution steam pipes are led 
downward before the doors so that in case of 
a mob attack, scalding steam might be turned 
upon invaders.

It is sald to be an improvement upon the 
telegraph and telephone fcr many furp: ss. 
The telephone is a satisfactory mens of 
communication, but the users frequently en- 
counter much difficulty and annoyance in 
transacting business. Both the telephone 
and telegraph lack accuracy and privacy, 
Connection may be made With wires and mes- 
sages intercepted, and all know of the dan- 
ger of costly mistakes in the transmission 
of telegraph messages. 

The telautograph is declared to be abso- 
lutely secret: The line cannot be tapped. 
= e message is delivered dirgctly to the per- 

for whom it is intended. 

1 is self-registering and makes two rec- 
ords,. one for the sender and one for the per- 
son addressed. The receiving instrument 
works entirely automatically and the ad- 
dressee, if absent, finds the message or mes- 
sages upon his retura. It can be operated 
by any one who can write, and will transmit 
the most rapid writing. 

Two instruments may be used for a simple 
private line between two points. A number 
of instruments at various points may be 
connected to a switchboard to send and re- 
ceive messages in a manner similar to the 
operation of telephones through a central ex- 
change. 

A third instrument may be added to a pri- 
vate line, if desired, on which may be made 
to appear all messages going in either direc- 
tion over the line. This supervisory instru- 
ment may, at will, send messages to either or 
both of the other instruments.

One transmitter may be connected to op- 
erate a number of receivers simultaneously 
in series, the same message going to all, or

HAT the boss has to work harder and 
longer than any of his employés in 
additicn to bearing the responsibilities 
of the business hes become an axiom 
in the business world of today. And in 

no instance is this more nearly the truth than 
in the work of the small contractor. By the 

small contractor I mean the men who take 
contracts for the erection of cottages, two- 
flat buildings, and such work either as a 
whole or in part. 

Take, for instance, the contracting carpen- 
ter. In this field especially the number en- 

is so large that the competition even 
ofthe smallest jobs has forced the margin of 
profit down to a minimum. 

A prospective builder of a small house or 
flat will first go to an architect and secure 
his plans which he will submit to a number of 
contractors, generally giving them the option 
of bidding on the whole or in part. 

The contracting carpenter may bid only on 
his own especial line of work and in this he 


may be in competition with twenty or thirty 


others. Not only that but the owner in all 
probability will take his plans and specifica- 
tions to the lumber yards and planing mills 
and secure estimates from these on the ma- 
terial required for the carpentry work of his 
building. And this he can get for about 5 per 
cent more than what the contractore would

There is just about this proportion of 


“male feathers" in any stock shown by an 
importer.

Recipes for Several Soups. 


MIXED VEGETABLE SOUP.—One quart 
shredded cabbage, one pint sliced potato, 
one-half pint each of minced carrot, turnip, 
and onion, two tomatoes, two tablespoonfuls 
‘each of minced celery, green pepper, butter, 
or drippings, three teagpoonfuls of sait,one- 
half teaspoonful of pepper. Have three 
quarts of water boiling briskly in a stewpan 
and add all the vegetables save the potatoes 
and tomatoes. Boil rapidly for ten minut 
and then let simmer for one hour. At tile 
end of an hour add the potatoes and tomatoes 
and cook an hour longer. Allow the steam 
to escape during the entire cooking. Differ- 
ent kinds of vegetables may be used for this 
soup. 

GREEN PHA SOUP.—One quart shelled 
peas, three pints water, one quart milk, one 
onion, two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
tablespoonful of flour, three level teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, one-half teaspoonful of pepper. 

Put the peas in a stewpan with the boiling 
water and onion and cook until tender, which 
will be about half an hour. Pour off the 
water, saving for use later. Mash the peas 
fine, then add the water in which they were 
boiled and rub through a puree sieve. Re- 


turn to the saucepan, add flour and butter 


beaten together, and the salt and pepper. 
Gradually add the milk, which must be boil- 
ing hot. Beat well and cook ten minutes, 
stirring frequently. 

ONION CHOWDER—Three quarts boil-

Fancy neckwear, such as come under the 
head of stocks of all kinds, jabots, Dutch col- 
lara, standing ones, and fancy ties, and 
other dainty dress accessories, among which 
may be mentioned all kinds of fancy belts, 
handkerchiefs, bags, or pockets, and turn- 
over cuffs, are things which most women 
make for themselves rather than buy them, 
as they are expensive luxuries to buy, and 
cost comparatively nothing n made at 
home. 

Take the belts first, and see what attrac- 
tive ones can be made at home for wear with 
the shirt waists. In the first place, it will be 
noticed that the newest belts are narrow 
again, widening slightly in the middle of the 
back and narrowing down to one or one and 
one-half inches in the middle of the front. A 
heavy quality of linen is best for the home 
made ones, and it should first be thoroughly 
shrunken. Then some simple design may 
be stamped the entire length through the 
middle, or one across the middle of the back. 

An attractive one shown on this page has a 
daisy design, done in the laid embroidery, 
each daisy being connected by simple strolis. 
Eyelet work is pretty for belts, and this 
daisy pattern will look well done in this 
style, The edge of the belt should be finished 
with amarrow hem and eyelets made for the 
fastening. Three will be enough, making the 
middie one come at the right waist measure 
mark and one on each side and leaving an 
inch space between each of them. 

Belts braided in the narrowest soutache 
are also pretty and if one does not own @ 
braiding attachment to one’s machine the 


work will not take long to do by hand. 


i 


Pockets are made to match many of the 
belts this summer and these, too, are easily 
made. These pockets with belts to match 
are made of heavy linen in white or colors, 
linen crash, and the beautiful cretonnes 
which were introduced last year especially 
for coat collar and cuff facings, as well as for 
belts. In cutting out a belt, fold the material 
through the middle either on the length or 
the width of it, make the width im the back 
two inches, and taper gradually towards the 
front to a width of one inch in the middle of 
the front. 

While the shape of these pockéte can be 
varied to sult individual tastes, the general 
dimensions are about the same, six inches 


deep and three inches in width. In some of 


them the back and flap are cut in one piece, 
and the front is cut separately. Mark the 
outline of both sections on the materiai to be 
used, and if embroidering ie to be done, 
stamp the pattern on and do the work. The 
next step is to work the edge of the flap and 
the top of the pocket in the buttonhole stitch, 
then cut the pocket out, turn the edges of the 
front and back in, baste together, and work 
the buttonhole stitch through both edges, 
Thie makes a strong and neat finish, no 
raveling being possible. The bands which 
attach the pocket to the belt are made double 
and are one-half inch wide When finished, 
They are stitched firmly in place on the back 
of the pocket. 

Often these accessories are made in colors, 
white worked in one or more colors, or else 
entirely in white, an ecru linen in shades of 
brown, or in blue or green or in both; and so 
on. Oretonne belts and pockets are bound 
around the edges with a narrow bias binding 
of the same or some contrasting plain color. 

For girls who like something decidedly 
novel, a belt with pocket to match, made of 
gay plaid gingham, will appeal; the edges are 
bowhd in some plain color. ' 

The variety of styles and designs shown in 
stocks, standing and turnover standing col- 
lars’, as well as those-of the Dutch vari- 
ety, are well nigh endless. As was suggest- 
ed on this page a short time ago, if one wants 
‘to have the standing turnover collar, it ts 
better to buy the desired shape in plain linen, 
boil it, and get all the starch out; then iron 
perfectly smooth, stamp, and embroider the 
design on oneself. The result will be a well 
fitting and handsome collar at a much lower 
price than it could be otherwise bought for.. 

A shaped standing collar made of heavy 
linen and made to fasten in the back with 
fancy studs will appeal to many. The collar 
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embroidered. The collar 


shape is marked off on the linen, then the 
large dots or star design stamped on, and 
lining is cut ex-

This should be of fine handker- 
chief Hnen, with the edges finished with 
cluny or valenciennes lace, and « design 
matching that on the collar worked through 
the middle of the jabot. 

For the Dutch collars one plain and inex- 


.pensive one had better be bought for a pat- 


tern, and from this cut a pattern out in 
heavy white or brown paper and use to cut 
by. To make one with lacé insertion set in 
like the illustration, the inch wide valen- 
clennes is used. Mark off the position of the 
lace on the pattern, and then cut out the 
pieces of fine linen which aresetin between. 
Bach one of these pieces must be straight in 
the center and there should be one-eighth 
of an inch allowed on each edge to roll“ 
and whip to the insertion. 

An eyelet star design is embroidered in the 
center of each linen section, and around the 
edge is whipped an inch wide valenciennes 
edge. This should be fulled around the 
rounding edges sufficiently to allow it to lle 
smooth, but there shotild be no unnecessary 
fullness there or any other place. The gar- 
ment loses much of its beauty when the lace 
is put on unnecessarily full. 

Irish crochet is still a great favorite in all 
kinds of neekwear and is used around the 
edges of Dutch collars, for the turnover part 
of the standing collars, and in innumerable 
ways on jabots. 

Another pretty design for a Dutch collar 
is to cut the edge in points, set above each 
one a tiny medallion of Irish crochet lace, 
and whip a narrow edge around the outside 
edge of the collar. Jabots can be made from 
all sorts of odds and ends of linen, net, fine 
lawns, lace, chiffons, and silk. 

Among the pretty designe shown here is 
one which will not be hard to copy with the 
aid of the cut. Linen in medium weight will 
make up well and a piece about eleven inches 
long and nine wide will be necessary. This 
piece must be perfectly straight up and down 


through the middle, and a crease can be 


made in the linen showing this. The middle 
section of the jabot is three inches wide 
across the bottom, and consequently a dot 
must be made one and one-half inches each 
side of this middle crease, then the rounding 
shape can be lightly marked, letting it touch 
the dots marked on each side 

As can be seen the curve narrows a little at 
the upper part, measuring there two and one- 
half inches. Draw a line one inch long from 
each upper edge and let it slant upwarde 
about three-quarters of an inch. Mark off 
the position of the two outside sections, each 
of which measures two inches acrose at the 
widest part, and extend below the starting 
point on the inside edge, two and one-half 
inches. The outside lines extend to the top, 
where each outside section measures only 
one inch across. The jabot, however, before 


these outside sections are folded over to- 


wards the middle, measures about six inches 
across the top. |

How many home sewers know how to ab 
ter the neck of a waist that is too large or 
too small? In the first place, when using 
a pattern care must be taken to mark dis- 
tinctly all seam lines; and among these are 
included the line around the armhole of the 
different pieces and that around the neck, 
the former indicating where the sleeves are 
to be sewed in, and the latter showing where 
th collar is to be sewed to the dress 

Tt is an excellent plan, unless à tracing 
wheel or chalk will distinctly mark these 
lines, to do the marking by running a colored 
thread in—using smell running stitohes If 
the pattern used is a good one and the work 
of cutting and basting has been ac- 
curately done, there should not have to be 
any altering; but if it is too tight around the 
neck, the shoulder seams are let out at the 
neck end evenly on both the front and back 
side of the seams. Mark on the neck line the 
amount necessary to let out and then draw 
a straight line from that point to the arm- 
hole end of the seam. Baste together on this 
line and try on; and it should be found to fit. 

If the neck of the waist is too large, the 
seams are taken up the necessary amount on 
both sides of the seam—the new line drawn 
the same as in the other instance, and the 
new line basted together. If the pattern is 
a good one it will not be necessary to cut the 
neck down lower, or change the line in any 
way; and it is a risky. thing to cut into the 
neck line of a waist while it is on the figure. 
as there is great danger of getting it cut out 
too much, 4 fault which is fatal. The neck 
line of a waist should, always be as high as 
possible, and if it has been cut out too much 
anywhere the only way to remedy it is to 
piece it to the required height.

Hints for the Home Dressmaker 


t seams are being seen again on skirts

After this is done, there 
is basted to the wrong side of the seam, and 
the full length of it, a straight strip of the 
material and through this one or two rows 
of stitching, as the case may be, are done; 
one close to the seam on each side, and a sec- 
ond one is usually put a quarter or three- 
eighths of an inch away. The first stitching 
which held the seam together is then pulled 
out, the outside rows holding, the seam to- 
gether perfectly. . 

Who has not seen a serge skirt trimmed 
with bias bands of the material which looked 
as if they had not been well cut, the diag- 
ona] lines in the serge running neitheracross 
nor up and down with any regularity? And 
yet these same bands may have been cut on 
a perfectly true bias. The trouble ie there 
are a good many different biases. Any line 
off of a straight one is a bias one 80 it 
readily can be seen that there are all kinds 
of long and short biases.

They were all on the south side of the street, and 
there came pretty near being twins at every door. 
In at least one instance they were next door neighbors, 
and none of them lived farther apart than @ healthy 
boy could cover by a run and a jump. 


But the big rumbling, flitting contrivance had to 
come along and in a measure disturb the situation. 
One pair of boys was moved to another street and out 
of the locality. This was the werst of two moves, for 
while another of the families changed its abode it 
took a cottage in the same block.

There is no happier neighborhood in all Ravens- 
wood than is to be found in thie “block of twins,” 
and the next time the man with the big moying van 
undertakes to interfere he'll have @ peck of trouble 
on his hands. | 

All suburbs. have twine numbered among their 
population, and Ravenswood, taken as a whole, has an 
unusually large number of little people who have come 
inte the world two at the same birth, but it is not 
known that the stork ever carried a double loaj to 
so many houses in the same block or that so many 
twins by mere chance happened to take up their abode 
among twins. 

Two pairs of twins look so much alike that it is 
difficult to distinguish one from the other. Wepecially 
is this so with the Franklin boys. When the pho- 
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tographer was asked to furnish their pictures he looked 
up his negatives and reported that he had two nega- 
tives of one boy, but when the plates were, closely en-

The pressing of a button starts the phonograph record 
working and the message then is taken on a receiver.

Three Magnets Do Required Work. 
“I operate the magnetic telephone recarder by 
means of three magnets,” explains the ingenious boy. 


“One magnet takes the message, the second repro- 


duces the sound on the record, and the third magnet 
cleans the record. If necessary my recorder could take 
@ message of 1,400 words in a string.”

Diamond Kept for Evidence.

Facts Afford Chance to Fictionist. 

Such are the bare facts that make up the skeleton 
of a tale of intrigue and mystery, crime and exposure, 
such as would tax the most romantic fictionist to equal. 

Pinned to a business card, inclosed in an envelope, 
and hidden away in a tin box in one of the lower draw- 
ers of a desk in Judge R. S. Tuthill’s chambers on the 
seventh floor of the county building is the shirt stud, 
set with a pure white diamond, about two carats in 
size, value $300. Down in the little tropical town of 
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Puerto Cortez, Spanish Honduras, is Big Dan Cough- 
lin, erstwhile Chicago detective, saloonkeeper, Cronin 
suspect, alleged jury briber, and fugitive from the law, 
nearing the end of a tumultuous career, a victim of the 
great white plague. i 

To connect intimately the precious stone that has 
its resting place in the solemn atmosphere of a Chieago 
judge’s chambers with the big, wasting fugitive in an 
alien clime savors distinctly of a plot of fiction; and 
yet that diamond is the fact that sent “ Big Dan” into 
exile as certain as the fact exists. But for the jewel 
and its presence in Judge Tuthill’s strong box Coughlin 
might be in Chicago today. | 

With the jewel in judicial possession, to be used 
as evidence against him, the only place of safety lay 
beyond the reach of treaties of extradition. The dia- 
mond is the binding link in the chain of evidence that 
connects Coughlin, Armstrong, his bartender, and Juror 
John Taylor in the attempt to “hang” the jury in the 
case of Carbine vs. the Illinois Central railroad, and 
the great, vital reason “why ‘Big Dan’ never came 
back.”

Taylor Shows Himself a Good Citizen. 

This is the story that comes to light with Juror 
Taylor's latest request that the stone be given to him, 
a story that contains the tangled skeins of the most 
improbable romance of Gction, as well as a delicate 
legal question that has taxed the best legal brains in 
Chicago to solve. For apparently no one has a legal 
title to the stone, unless it be Coughlin himself; and 
neither he nor his heirs are likely to put in a claim. 

Taylor doesn't own it, because it was offered to 
him as security for a bribe, and possession of it tech- 


nically implies that he had been bribed. Judge Tut- 
hill doesn't own it, because it merely was left in his 
wsafekeeping as evidence by the state’s attorney. The 
judge, far from claiming it, would be glad to have it 
taken off his hands. Nobody, apparently, owns it, though 


Taylor claims it, insisting that it should be his because 


he turned it over to the judiciary, and because no other 
claimant has appeared in the ten years that it has lain 
in Judge Tuthill’s desk. The judicial will to comply 
with his request is there, but the authority is lacking. 

“Morally speaking, Mr. Taylor earned the diamond 
as his reward for exposing the attempt to bribe him,” 
says Judge Tuthill, “ but legally he has no claim to it. 
His conduct in the Carbine case was that of a good 
‘citizen, and has had a wholesome effect upon possible 
jury bribers in this community. But there is no au- 
thority to give the stone to him. Following the usual 
course: of procedure the jewel eventually would be 
sold by the sheriff to the highest bidder and the amount 
received turned into the county treasury, and this, I 
suppose, will be the eventual disposition of this much 
discussed stud.” |

Juror Tells of Attempt at Bribery. 

The story of the diamond begins on a Wednesday 
afternoon, May 22, 1899, during the damage. suit of 
Carbine vs. the Illinois Central railroad. On that date 
John F. Taylor, a juror, came into Judge Tuthills 
chambers .with the story that an attempt had been 
‘made to bribe him to hang the jury. In doing this 
Taylor was following the directions of the judge, who, 
at the outset of the trial, had warned the jury that an 
attempt might be made to influence them, and that if 
such attempt were made they should at once inform 
him. 

Taylor on the previous evening had been offered a 
considerable sum of money by a man who had ap- 
proached him near his residence at 490 North Clark 
street, and had been assured that he would not de alone 
if he accepted, two other jurors, names not given, hav- 
ing, said the man, taken bribes. Taylor begged leave 
to think it over, and the next afternoon brought the 
story to Tuthill. 

“Get their méney, or whatever they offer you, re- 
member the man’s face, and come back to me,” were 
the judge’s instructions. 

On that evening a man who called himself O0. 8. 
Summers drove a cab to James Sherlock's saloon 
at 346 North Clark street, and sent a messenger after 
Taylor at the latter's residence. Taylor, going to the 
saloon, again was offered a bribe, and now accepted.

Man Chase Stirs Whole Country. 

On June 20, 1899, the grand jury voted the indict- 
ment of Coughlin and Armstrong on the former’s iden- 
tification by Mr. and Mrs. Taylor as C. 8. Summers,” 
the man who had given Taylor the diamond stud in the 
Clark street saloon. Coughlin’s bond was fixed at $20,- 
000, Armstrong’s at $5,000. | 

On June 29 both men left Chicago, never to re- 
turn. When their trial was called, July 11, they failed 
to appear, and caplases were issued for their arrest. 
Then followed a man chase that stirred the whole coun- 
try. Police, detectives, sheriffs, and deputies by the 
hundred tried to get some trace of Coughlin, or his 
bartender, and scores of clews were followed to the 
end, only to be proven false. Three thousand printed 
descriptions of the fugitives were circulated by the Chi- 
cago police department in all large cities, but s one 
central station detective, who knew Coughlin, said: 
They had plenty of time and plenty of “momey to 
make a good getaway. If ever they are found it will 
be in some country where extradition is impossible.” 

_ This prediction, if mere prediction it was, was des- 
tined to come trve. Armstrong was found in Seattle 
July 25. He had money. He employed the best law- 
yers, and the governor of Washington: refused to sign 
the papers of extradition. Armstrong soon after went 
into the saloon business and “did well.“

Contractor Brings Back True Storv. 

Coughlin, as every one how knows, made for Span- 
ish Honduras. The story of his death and burial in 
foreign soil has been printed scores of times, but re- 
cently the true story was brought to Chicago by Con- 
tractor Grace of Puerto Gortez, Honduras, by whom 
Coughlin has been employed. Tuberculosis had set its 
grip upon him, and the former giant is wasted to a 
shadow of his former self. A few months and the 
true story of his death may come north, and then one 
of the most romantic chapters in the history of Chicago 
crime will have its end. 

And meanwhile the diamond is lying safe and se- 
cure in Judge Tuthill’s strong box. Nobody owns it. 
Nobody can give it to anybody else. Taylor comes 
into the judge’s chambers, but the best that Tuthill 
may do for him is to open the strong box and show him 
that the diamond is still there. 

“You ought to have it,” admits the jurist. “I 
wish I could turn it over to you, but I can’t.” 

Then he closes the box and puts it back into his 
desk, wishing that the thing were off his hands. 

Who will get the diamond? Probably if Coughlig 
dies with no claim for it being made it will be sold,’ 
aud the receipts go to the county treasury. But the 
diamond itself will continye to exist. So whoever buys

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NE of Chicago’s big business houses the 
other day had a hurry up shipment of 
goods over three or four different lines 
of railway, averaging close to a mile

Beall minals. Altogether there were 106 two 
Wiese 41 horse wagon loads of goods, and driv- 
ing 106 such loaded wagons through the 

business district, thereafter to have the wagons line 
up at these freight houses to take their.turn in un- 
loading their contents, ig a business venture in itself. 

But the house didn’t do this. It loaded the 
wagons, sent them four or five squares to a blind sort 
of freight terminal station, and dumped the contents 
of these wagons on the blind platforms. Almost as 
fast as the contents of these wagons were unloaded 
they Uisappeared. The next seen of these goods was 
at the moment when in four outgoing freight termi- 
nals, miles apart, this freight began to rise up through 
the floor of the railways’ terminal stations! 

“Presto! Change!” not once was spoken by any 
modern wizard. Stmply thirty cars of the Chicago 
Tunnel company, approximately forty feet under the 
level of the city streets, loaded up with these 106 
wagon loads of freight and—invisible, soundless, and 
at trolley speed—whisked every package, box, and 
bale to its particular destination.

Sixty Miles the Aggregate Length. 

John — * standing on a downtown corner under 
which all these 106 wagon loads of freight were 
Whisked, had no knowledge of it. The fireman and 
engineer in the steam plant in the deepest basement of 
downtown saw nothing and heard nothing of the 
movement of this 60,000 to 70,000 pounds of merchan- 
dise trundling under them. And if the need might 
have been, these thirty carloads of freight could have 
been transported a total of sixty miles in the under- 
ground tubes of the Illinois Tunnel company with just 
as little evidence of it upon the surface of the city 
streets. 

Every railway freight terminal in Chicago is 
tapped by this underground freight railroad. Fifty 
of the large manufacturing, mercantile, and office 
building sites have switch laterals and stations at 
which the cars of the tunnel company may be loaded 
and unloaded and routed to any part of this sixty mile 
system without ever attracting the attention of the 
pedestrian in some of the most congested streets in the 
world. 

Standing with a crossing policeman at almost 
any of the downtown street intersections, that person 
not “city broke” is likely to be not a little perturbed 
merely by the giant street cars which swirl around 
him to east and west, north and south, and curving 
the four corners to all four point of the compass. Yet 
under foot, out of sight, and forty feet below the pave- 
ment the tracks of the tunnel company’s line are mak- 
ing these four-way intersections, every train block éig- 
naled by automatic lights which make collisions almost 
an impossibility.

What Average Citizen Doesn't Know. 

That average Chicago citizen appearing every day 
at his office in the downtown district, jamming with 
the crowds in the streets and crowding home with 
them at night in packed cars, doesn’t know much 
about that which has been going on under his feet 
in these last eight years. He knows far less of what 
is going on down. there now, six days a week. 

Eight years ago, over on the south side of Madi- 
son street, just west of La Salle, pedestrians had occa- 
sion to remark as a distinct and objectionable novelty, 
a string of men with wheelbarrows pushing loads of 
clay out of the front of a notorious saloon long on 
the city map. . 

“Well, what do you think of that?” was a typi- 
cal first observation of the citizen. “ What is it, any- 
how?" 

That's dirt out of Wheeler’s Illinois Tunnel and 
Telephone company tunnel,“ was the answer. 

“And taking dirt out through a saloon front 
door! 

O, ves,“ would be the slighting reply; that's a 
bully place to start that job in!” 

For this was the initial physical work on one of 
the greatest accomplishments which ever was achieved 
in Chicago. It began with questionings of the ordi- 
ance-passed by the city council. It proceeded, under- 
ground, by underground methods, while the newspapers 
followed Wheeler and members of thé city council 
with interrogations. Suddenly one day when city au- 
thorities descended into the bore, expecting to find 
and squeeze into a round hole strung with telephone 
cables, these Officials emerged from a dropped eleva- 
tor into cavernous tunnelings which could have accom- 
modated a modern covered moving van so common to 
the city streets overhead! 

What had these moles been doing, anyhow? It 
was an excited question of the moment. It was a 
question still when one day government officials in 
the federal building in Chicago were approached with 
& proposition that the company bore in under the post- 
office floors with the purpose of carrying mails to and 
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The scenery along the lines of the Biinois 
Tunnel company is, to use a slang phrase, dum.“ 
Damp, dark, cold walls of cement, relieved now 
and then by a switch crossing, with red and green 
lights, form the picture, 

Air is not required to be pumped in. Base- 
ment and elevator connections are sufficient for air 
ducts, and tunnel trains do the rest. 

The year around the tunnel temperature aver- 
ages 63 degrees, and by comparison it is warmer 
in winter than in summer. 

A tunnel train of ten cars has only a motor- 
man in charge; the conductor feature, tried out, | 
proved him an ornament rather than a necessity. ; 
Sixty miles of main line, with 250 motors and 
2,500 cars, made an average of ten miles an hour. | 
Fifteen miles an hour are possible, 

Thirty-three feet below the street level is the 
average depth of the roof of the tunnel bores; 
sixty-three feet is the depth of the river tunnels, 
and there are fourteen of these, 

There are 124 four way crossings under Chi- 
cago streets; ninety-one three way crossings; 
forty-five special intersections, and 369 two way 
and building crossings. 

Six hundred men find employment in these 
modern Chicago catacombs. 

A standard freight car is forty-four inches 
high, forty-eight inches wide, and ten and one- 
half feet long. The motor resembles a square 
built iron turtle, with a ten inch bull’s-eye light 
for a head. 

Two and a half miles is the longest straight 
stretch of tunnel. It is under State street, reach- 
ing from Illinois street on the north to Sevcen- 
teenth street on the south. 

Some water gets into the tunnel. When it 
does, it collects by gravity Row near a pump and 
is Yorced up into the city sewers. 


from the great railroad stations of the city. For in 
the meantime the word “telephone,” as used in the 
city ordinance, had been interpreted to include the 
dissemination of intelligence. To disseminate “ intel- 
ligence meant the transmission of the mails and 
newspapers—perhaps even messenger boys in uniform, 
or without!

Method Brings About Reorganization. 

That was the way Wheeler did things. The tun- 
nel idea was a Wheeler idea and Wheeler was push- 
ing that idea for all it was worth.

Longest Stretch Under State Street. 

The longest continuous stretch of tunnel is under 
State street, stretching from IIIinols street on the 
north to Seventeenth street on the south, a distance 
of two and a half miles. Fourteen tunnel crossings 
of the river have been made at a maximum depth et 
aixty-three feet under the street levels. Six hundre 
men find employment in these Jabyrinths of concrete 
and steel passages, varying from the 7% -by 6 feet 
line bores to the 14 by 13 feet trunk tunnels where 
heavy business has demanded them. 

xty miles of these buried railroad lines, woven 
as intricately as a spider’s web, have necessitated 124 
of those four-way intersections such as make for 
deathtraps in trolley car crossings on the surface. 
There ate ninety-one three-way crossings, forty-five 
special intersections, and 369 two-way and bullding 
crossings. 

Along the rails of this huge underground freight 
railway the trains of the tunnel company, operated 
by oyerhead trolleys, move anywhere and everywhere 
through these sixty miles of the system. Overhead, 
cloge to the concrete roof, are strung the cables of 
the automatic telephone system, whose instruments 
one sees rarely. The freight car is the thing today, 
though the tall motorman may have to stoop a little 
in his car if he wants to get upon his feet as he drives. 

This standard freight car is something to be 
Gwarfed upon the surface. The box, as mounted, is 
forty-four inches high, forty-eight inches wide, and 
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ten and a half feet ong. Ite carrying capacity is lim- 
ited only by the character of the material with which 
it may be loaded. Thousands of these cars, filled 
with the wet hardpan and clays of the tunnel borings, 
haye heen carried to Grant park and dumped as filler 
for that huge addition to the lake front. This may 
be taken as a weight maximum. The dimensions of 
cars and tunnels prescribe the limits of the lighter 
and more bulky commodities. As, for example, neith- 
er telephone poles nor steel girders ever will be han- 
dled by the company. 


Wagons Carry 100,000 Tons Daily. 


One still might ask, What is the meaning of this 
huge venture which has called for $50,000,000 of capi- 
tal? Where are profits to be earned? What is it to 
accomplish for the congested business district of Chi- 
cago? 

As leading up to an answer, Chicago's business 
district every day is estimated to be crowded with 
100,000 tons of freight, moving in and out by wagon. 
By comparison the island of Manhattan has only 75,000 
tons, and Boston and Philadelphia are impeded in 
centers of congestion by only 65,000 tons each. This 
ie the traffic of the daylight hours only. Millions of 
these tons in Chicago annually move between busi- 
ness houses and the railroads’ freight houses. All 
of this traffic is on the street levela and much of it 
is a through traffic which brings wagons from north, 
west, and south, through the loop section. 

For most of this wagon traffic of the streets, local 
to the loop or through it, two of the great retail 
thoroughfares are chosen for the movement—State 
street and Wabash avenue. The result is confusion to

At 
Irishtown, ir that county, in 1879, Michael 
Davitt unfufed the banner of the league, 
and it spreid like wildfire wherever the 
Celt has fund a home. Mayo is also 
noted far the fact that into Kilalla bay, 

which is to the north of the county, there entered in 
1798 a portion of the French fleet for the purpose of in- 
vading Ireland, with a view to assisting in the rebellion 
which, however, with gad abruptness, ended unsuccess- 
fully; but Mayo is als» remarkable for the fact that it 
has as great a galaxy of prominent men in Chicago 
as any county, and mor than most counties in Ireland. 

First and foremost. you have in Chicago a man 
who is known universally in+your city, and who was 
kind to me in many ways when I etarted in Chicago, in 
the person.of John M.,Smyth. His name as a great 
business man has even spread to Mayo and the town 
of Ballina, where, fn a way, he hails from. You are 
warmly welcomed if you are known to be a friend of 
his. His father, Michael, and his mother, Bridget, both 
were born in Ballina, but where was John M. born? 
This suggests a good story. 

I met in Ballina an old man named Pat Heffernan, 
eo old, in fact, that he claims to have seen four genera- 
tions, and he remembers well the leaving for America 
of Michael and Bridget Smyth. When I asked him to 
show me the house in which John M. was born, he said 
with a twinkle in his eye: Why. sir, he was not born 
4n a house at all. No, sir,” he added, “he wasn’t born 
in a house, and he wasn’t even born in Ireland, nor in 
America, nor in any country under the sun. Ien’t that 
strange to you, now? I'll tell you where he was born, 
though; be was born on the ship, off the banks of New- 
foundland, that carried his father and mother over from 
Ireland to America in 1848. I remember it well, be- 
cause that was the year of the famine, when the people 
fiew like a flock of birds from Ireland.“

Mr. Smyth would be hailed as a king if he should 
ever come to Mayo. As, of course, every one in Chicago 
is aware, Mr. Smyth had it in his power many times to 
be mayor if he wished, but his business interests al-

icago, is a nephew of John M., but 


‘man, is John P. Hopkins, once mayor of your city. I 


found on visiting Achill island, which is just off the 
coast of Mayo, that some persons there claim that Mr. 
Hopkins’ parents came from that island. In Castlebar, 
however, I found others who established to my satisfac- 
tion, at any rate, that his parents originally went from 
Castiebar, Mayo, and, in fact, pointed out the house 
to me in which they eaid.his parents or grandparents 
lived. Mr. Hopkins ie certain of. a hearty greeting 
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should he ever make his appearance in \Castlebar, for 
his people were popular there. 

In the town of Louisbure, Mayo, I encountered two 
business men who proudly claim kinship with Harry 
Gibbons and Walter Gibbons, both of whom are well 
known in Chicago. The men with whom I was speak- 
ing said that Harry and Walter are the sons of Henry 
and Mary Gibbons, who went from Louisburg many 
years ago, Harry, I remember, ran for sheriff on the 
Democratic ticket in 1906, and Walter, I recollect as a 
great temperance advocate and as president of the 
Young Men’s Total Abstinence and Benevolent society.

Congressman Madden Born in London. 

Another Chicago celebrity, whose father, Thomas, 
was born in the parish of Meelah, Mayo, is Congress- 
man Martin B. Madden; I learn, strangely enough, Mr. 
Madden himself was born in London, England, to which 
place his parents went when they left Mayo. 

The father of John Philbin, who ran the Revere 
house for a number of years, Was born in Mayo, as was 
Philip Conley, a splendid old gentleman, whom I re- 
member in his day as one of the most charitable men 
in Chicago. 

Yet another Chicago celebrity who delights in call- 
ing Mayo the home of his ancestors, is Willam Dillon, 
the well known attorney. His father was engaged in 
the attempted rebellion in 1848 and for this reason he 
was imprisoned and banished: to America, where Will- 
fam first saw the light, having been born in New York. 
After William’s birth, however, his parents soon re- 
turned to Ireland. They originally went from Bel- 
laghadereen. 

Michael Brennan, chief of police in Chicago. during 
the world’s fair year, I heard of at Swinfred, a place 
which John Dillon has been in the habit of visiting for 
years when any crisis in Irish affairs calls for a public 
pronouncement from him. 

Another leading light whom I heard of at Mayo, 
and who was born at Ballina, is Joseph A. O’Donnell. 
He was once pretty famous in Chicago as the introducer 
of the Australian ballot bill at Springfield, and it was 
through his efforts, I remember, that it was passed. 
‘I recall vividly that Joseph and I attended the ohj St. 
Stephen’s church on the west side together more than 
twenty years ago.

Still antother interesting person in Chicago whose 
father I had many inquiries of in Mayo is Andrew J. 
Graham, the west side banker, a friendship between 
whom and me sprang up many years ago. 

All over County Cavan is spoken of a man who is 
well known in Chicago, William M. Devine, who with 
his wife made a historic visit to that county in 1879. 
Mr. Devine ise a native of County Cavan, and, having 


principally along 
made up his mind to come back to Ireland and dis- 
tribute a good deal of it. He spent several thousand 
dollars among the poor people of County Cavan and 
paid the passage to America, people here say, of 150 


men, women, and children. Accidentally 1 discovered 


that Bishop P. J, Muldoon, of whom I recall pleasant 
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memories, and who was recently elevated to the see of 
Rockford, is a son of Cavan, his father, John, having 
been born there. 

I was hardly prepared for the discovery which I 
made at a place called Coothill the other day that the 
grandfather of Leigh Reilly, now editor of the Chicago 
Evening Post; was one Terence Reilly, and that he was 
born in County Cavan. Dr. Frank Reilly, assistant 
commissioner of health, Leigh’s father, once told me, I 
think, that he was born in England. Friendship with 
Leigh Reilly is a precious possession; at least such I 
have found it.

Comiskey “ Irish as the Shamrock.” 

At Crosserlough, County Cavan, I was aeked if I 
knew any one in Chicago named Comiskey. When I 
was in Chicago I always thought that this was a French 
mame, and, of course, I knew of Charles Comiskey, who 
‘was called the “Old Roman” and was president of the 
Chicago American league baseball club. Well, as it 
turns out, John Comiskey, the old time politician from 
the west side, having been alderman for a number of 
years, was born at Crosserlough. I suppose his son 
Charles knows that, and knows, too, that notwithstand- 
ing his French sounding name, he is as Irish as the 
Shamrock. 

Other Chicagoans whom I discovered to have a drop 
of Cavan blood in their veins are Edward T. Glennon, 
the Chicago lawyer; P. J. Sexton, who was one time 
president of the Chicago Brick company, and James J. 
Farrelly, who was a live stock commission merchant at 
the stockyards. 

Curiously enough, there called upon me the other 
day, most unexpectedly, but most delightfully, a de- 
ecendant of a Cavan man, Frank Sullivan of Rogers 
Park, Chicago, and hie accomplished wife. Mr. and 
Mre. Sullivan wire old time neighbors of mine in 
Rogers Park, and no better or more genial neighbors 
could be found: “My: family and I escorted them on 
board the Iverniag@ few days ago on their way back to 
Chicago, and I confess to a feeling of deep regret on 
the occasion that my banishment from Chicago had not 
yet ended ‘when they were leaving. The Sullivans had 
barely time to skip through Cavan, where they failed 
to find any of Mr. Sullivan’s relatives, but I have since 
discovered five uncles of his who greatly deplore hav- 
ing missed them. Mrs. Sullivan, however, discovered 
her mother’s relatives near Mallon, Cork. 

To Athione, in County Westmeath, I went the other 
Gay to visi the scenes of the great Oliver Goldsmith's 
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boyhood and early manhood. At a place called Lissoy, 
about five miles from Athlone, I came upon the place 
pictured in his famous, lovely poem, “Sweet Auburn.” 
There I found still standing the ruins of Gold- 
emith’s father’s house, and still intact and occupied 
“The Three Jolly Pigeons,” the inn which replaced 
more than a hundred years ago the old inn which Gold- 
smith immortalized in the poem in which he wrote: 
“Low lies that house where nut brown drafts inspired, 
Where graybeard mirth and smiling toil retired.” 
Close to Lissoy, strange to say, I came across a 
family of the Grays, the only persons of the name 1 
met with in Ireland. I at once, of course, thought of 
my old friend James J. Gray, and inquired whether 
they had any relatives in America. An old lady remem- 
bered that an uncle had gone to America about seventy 
years ago, that his name was James, and that she had 
heard of him some years ago from Chicago. I wonder 
did James J. Gray’s father hail from Westmeath?

Solons Make Hegira to America. 


Just as strangely I came across in County Mon- 
aghan persons with another name, which is just as rare 
in Ireland as that of Gray. The name is Solon. 
“Scores and scores of us.went to America more than 
sixty years ago,” said an old man with whom I spoke 
on the subject, and when I mentioned to him that I 
knew well a Frank Solon in Chicago, who was a good 
friend of mine, he said: “Well, shake hands wtih 
Frank for me when you see him, for he might be one 
of us.” 

John B. Kehoe, the lawyer, and George McConnell, 
John Hayes’ colleague in running Democratic politics in 
the Twentieth ward, are two whose kindred I success- 
fully traced in County Monaghan, and in Longford I 
found that William F. Quinlan of Edgewater has num- 
bers of relatives in County Longford, well-to-do people, 
too, all of whom were anxious to get news of William 
and his family. Ald. Michael Kenna of Chicago is 
clanned as “solely” belonging to at least a dozen fami- 
lies in Longford, and to as many more in Cork, Kilken- 
ny, and Wexford, in all of which counties the genial 
alderman left a trail of good feeling behind him when 
he traveled through a large portion of Ireland in an 
automobile two years ago. .

Michael Kenna in truth left a trail of blessings 
behind him. Wherever he went he had a generous 
hand and a ready smile, and the people all say that 
the Hke of him never came to Ireland before or since 
he was here, which is now some two years ago. They 
are all longing for him to come again, and they prom- 
be to have arches, festoona, and bowers of roses ready 
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in welcome for him if they only know when he is 
coming.

Tipperary town railway 
platform: How in thunder are you, Mr. Lahiff, and 
how is my old friend, Dan Kinsella?’ The inquirer 
turned out to be Jim Casey, an old friend whom I had 
known years ago when good old Tom Brenan was gu- 
perintendent of Calvary cemetery. Casey was then 
one of Mr. Brenan's employés at Calvary, and worked 
under Dan Kinsella, who was then foreman at Calvary 
and is now superintendent there. 

The editor of the Citizen of Chicago, John P.

All Carsonville, the morn- 
ing of the Fourth, awoke, like most of the rest of the 
world, about 4 o'clock, to the deafening boom of the 
great cannon crackers, the sharp crack of revolvers, 
the furious battering of whole bunches of smaller crack- 
ers against dishpans, and tin cans, and pails.

erably.

My visit here this time has been one of 
vivid impressions, rather than more definite 
investigation of fact, however, so that what 
I have seen and felt here is merely transitory, 
without any certainty of knowledge. For 
myself the summer is a season of ideals, and 
IT would rather spend it in the woods were 
my fate so ordered. Time has scarcely ever 
been kind enough, to gratify this wish, how- 
ever, so here, as in New York, I find myself 
one of a restless crowd—a pigmy in the 
scheme of living. 

There is this difference, however, that 
while in New York I am compelled to spend 
the evening on roof gardens listening to loud 
music and watching the unblushing chorus 
girl at her worst, in Chicago I find a corner 
where that omnipresent siren is not in sight 
and I can listen to music that has soul in it. 
J confess if any one had told me Chicago 


had places like Ravinia park, or the Bis- 


marck garden, or the Coliseum I would have 
scoffed at the idea. 

In New York we have Coney island, whieh 
is about the acme of vulgarity and noise. 
The odor of the sausage is its prevailing 
ozone and the language of the illiterate is 
its most amusing feature. The “ elite ”’ of 
New York go there in automobile parties and 
call it “‘slumming.” There are similar imi- 
tations of torture called summer parks 
around New York, but they are small, per- 
verted versions of the great white elephant. 
Once or twice New York has been given a 
chance to enjoy evening concerts with good 


re ‘music, but they failed. ben lack of patronage. 


Roof Garden Delight of Gotham. 
The sSlite ot New York is a mall com- 


„munity compared to Chicago, and of a dit- 


ferent temperament. ‘hey prefer the roof 
gardens, with their exhibitions of mighty 
amazons and slender Loreleis, and the mock 
sentimentality of songs that deal with love as 


I it were a salable commodity. 


And yet it was surprising that Chicago, re- 


‘garded by the New Yorker as a place of 


vicious and savage doings, would have none 
of the roof garden. It took me some time to 
discover why, and I put it all down to the 
fact that the “ élite” of Chicago have been 
misrepresented, that they have in them a 


~ finer, healthier sensibility for pleasure than 
we have in New Tork. And, furthermore, 


too obviously something you have seen in 
the shop window. 

Chicago, as a whole, lacks the style and 
snap of New York in its masquerade of 
„good clothes,“ but its people are men and 
women of character, with a taste for aspir- 
ing ideas, with a distaste for the false imita- 
tion while there are real things to be found 
in Ute. 

I am told that Chicago does not care for 
New York society; no Chicago millionaire 
has tried hard to push his way into the horse- 
shoe curve of the Metropolitan opera house. 
There is no such straining after effects in 
Chicago as there is in New Tork except 
among the outer circies, and they are lam- 
entably ineffective. 

A friend of mine in Chicago told me that 
he had decided to leave his hotel. I asked 
him why. 

“My landlady - is wearing a directoire 
gown; isn't that reason enoygh?

My friend explained the reason 
better than I could. But how rarely you find

I spent a day in Evanston and Highland 
Park, where I am told the élite of Chicago 
live. To be gure, there were no mansions 
like the Newport residences in these places,

aristocracy below stairs’ in Chicago, un- 
less it be a Swedish chevalier in hard luck 
or a Polish countess in fallen fortune. These 
North Shore places are filled with homes,”’ 
in every delightful charm that the word 
home means. They are typical of the 
Chicago people, comfortable, natural, happy. 


At Highland Park I saw one of the élite,” 


an old one, sitting on the front porch in his 
shirt sleeves, with his feet several inches 
above his head. 

I don’t think Mr. Astor or Mr. Vanderbilt 
would have the nerve to do this on the front 
porch of their homes at Newport, but—there 
is the difference. When the crown prince of 
Sweden visited Newport I was sent up to 
interview him. He was a tall, thin, much 
alarmed young man, who told me that he

As to the men, they ere neither as dressy 
nor as attractive in the small courtesies of 
their conduct as escorts as an

New Yorker can be to the woman he is with 


for an evening—but there is something crisp, 
firm, positive about the Chicago man that 


makes you feel the strength of his self-reli- 


ance, even though his features may be 
rugged and his neckties and shirts match 


the woman who has the genius for adjusting 
her figure in deflance of the periodic fash- 
fon. Perhaps a mere man should not discuss 
these delicate matters of feminine conduct, 
but in Chicago one is forced to observe the 
cruelty of style, and how itt ridicules, or I 
should say ignores, the natural charms of 
woman that are far from universal. 

In. New York I fancy the women are thin- 
ner and smaller. So that the mystery of 
beauty is more easily accomplished. And 
while I am in this maze of criticism about 
matters that should not concern any 
man, I am glad to say that the Chicago 
foot. is no larger or bigger than it ought 
to be.

There are other parks in Chicago that 
draw their patronage from the crowds that 
are similar to the Coney Island people, but 
these can be discussed some other time. 

The elite of Chicago is obtaining a fol- 
lowing of its own, that is doing a great deal 
to make these summer nights a blending of 
rest and pleasure, that New Yorkers would 
do well to look into.

Idea Free for the Taking. 

“The idea is not patented,” says F. A. 
Steinke of Chicago, to whom the naming of 
&® new school and the erection of a heroic 
park bronze may be coming.

cars, as all the stores would have entrances 
from their second floors. And finally all 
conveyances could make better time in get- 
ting through the shopping district.’’ 

For years traction experts have been delv- 
ing into the problem of digging out a second 
story street under the downtown district. 
Boring, digging, delving, tunneling, and 
“sand hogging’ through Chicago’s mucky 
hardpan for the purpose of excavating a 
second story street, the idea of building one 
through Ohiceago atmosphere seems to have 
been overlooked entirely until Mr. Steinke 
822 forward with the double decking 

ea. 

From an engineering and constructural 
point of view this second fioor sidewalk is 
as easy es falling off it without a handrafl. 

Its joists could be anchored in the build- 
ing tront.“ admitted a well known engineer 
who didn’t want his name used. At the 
curb line supports no larger than an ordinary 
lamp post would be sufficient. A supporting 
strength of 150 pounds to the square foot 
would be sufficient to meet requirements. The 
modern concrete and glass used to light 
basements downtown would solve much of 
the question of light for the present surface 
pavements. Gutters would carry off the 
rainfall from this sidewalk and hand- 
ralls would make safe for the pedes- 
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Connections Work of City. 


Naturally this would be at the expense 
of the property owners in the blocks until the 
question of carrying the elevated walk across 
the streets came up. This would be the work 

of the city to make the connections, which 
would be in the form ofornamenta!l viaducts. 
At the present time New York is considering 
the necessity of carrying Forty-secqnd street 
at an elevation over Fifth avenue, where con- 
gestion has made some remedy imperative, 
and this must invobve the elevated sidewalk.” 

That Chicago business men are not averse 
to the second story idea in general was em- 
phasized a number of years ago when the 
elevated loop was built downtown. Numer- 
ous business houses near legp stations were 
anxious to connect with elevated sidewalke 
at second story levels. But the building 
commissioner's office was so opposed to the 
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principle that one of the first of these orna- 
mental glass ays was built hurriedly 
on @ particular unday in order to avoid in- 
terruption by the police. Yet this particular 
geoond story walk is there still, though it 
might have to be remodeled slightly if the 
second story sidewalk shall be made univer- 
sal in Wabash avenue. 

That the second story sidewalk isn’t so 
impossible in fact is suggested in the archi- 
tectural canopy which marks eo many of the 
downtown theater facades. Without lessen- 
ing the quantity of light which filters through 
them, they might be made of strength to sup- 
port a standing room only sign for side- 
walk purposes. An upper sidewalk for the 
full length of the theater block would serve 
the purpose of the canopy, not only for the 
theater but for every other street entrance 
in the block.

Ideal for a Promenade. 


State street, provided with an upper side- 
walk, might count upon its preémption as a 
fair weather promenade, Above the dust of 
the whitewings sweeper, er millinery 
and modish gowns and Fr heels would 
find a right of way that is incontestable. For 
so many of the present places of business at- 
tracting men would find it inexpedient to rise 
with a front door entrance above present 
pavement levels, thus leaving the'fair weath- 
er parade of femininity an almost exclusive 
monopoly of the upper walk. 

This idea of the second story sidewalk has 
been suggested largely because of the vehicle 
trafic of the downtown streets. From an- 
other point of view, however, this vehicular 
torrent of every day has been attacked by. 
engineers as largely unnecessary. 

„We have virtually two great shopping 
streets in downtown Chicago,” said General 
Manager Kenyon of the I)linolg Tunnel com- 
pany. They are State street and Wabash 
avenue. They are broad thoroughfares run- 
ning north and south and as such they are 
inviting to every teamster who may be haul- 
ing coal or machinery or pig iron or other 
slow moving freight from the far north to 
south, or south to north, 

Considering the starting point and the 
final destination: probably the vast majority 
of such traffic in these streets absolutely 
has no business there. The teamster has 
driven blocks out of bis direct road in order 
to reach these shopping thoroughfares, where 
he may line up for the congested pace which 
his own team so largely sets. He isn't in a 
hurry, naturally. In the beginning of his 
service as teamster he found that these two 
streets by common consent were freight 
thoroughfares and his record for time was 
esteblished there. 
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Common Sense Plan Needed. 


“Why should a heavy traffic team be tol- 
erated in these streets when its load origi- 
nated miles away and its destination js 
miles removed from the downtown district? 
In general every teamster bound from one 
side of the city to the other imagines that 
he has to drive through the loop district. 
It is more interesting, for one thing; the 
paving is better, and time isn’t a particular 
{tem with him. Chicago will have solved 
much of its downtown congestion when it 
provides in common sense m. ner for rout- 
ing traffic teams along lines oi least resist- 
ance, keeping as much as poor idle of it off 
the crowded thoroughfares. 

Congestion is the one great topic of the 
world’s great cities... In London a royal 
commission recently made a report on the 
question of dealing with overcrowded, nar- 
row streets, and the reports involve eight 
vast volumes which require à pretty able- 
bodied porter to carry to a committee room. 

Chicago's Transportation Problem,” as 
a title to volumes and pamphlets in the last 
ten years, fille several feet of shelf room in 
libraries, with more in process, while acres 
of maps have been drawn to scale with in- 
finite pains and the least material of results.

‘Netherland republic. 

While Adams, who seldom yields a point 
to any but the English, is nevertheless free 
to acknowledge the debt of gratitude to the 
Dutch people, since they by example taught 
the colonists that there was strength in 
union and that their eager welcome of re- 
ligious and political exiles endeared them to 
all the world.

Jefferson Compliments the Dutch. 

And from the pen of Jefferson we digest 
this compliment to these Netherlanders’ in- 
fluence on the construction of American lid- 
erty: 

It is to the glory of the Dutch peo- 
ple that we owe so many of our fundamental 
ideals of republicanism. They have demon- 
etrated the wisdom of a liberal government 
and taught us how to band ourselves to- 
gether.“ 

The consideration of the declaration of in- 
dependence on the Fourth of July was not 
the only toplo before the continental con- 
gress. A motion prevailed appointing Frank- 
Un, Adams, and Jefferson & committee to 
devise a seal for the new nation born, and 


this committee immediately sought the ad- 
vice of a French Huguenot, Du Simitiere by |. 


name. He lived in Philadelphia and was a 
skilled designer and familiar with the laws of 
heraldry. He prepared a device upon which 
the red lion of Belgium was prominently 


displayed with the arrows, indicative of its ) 


component provinces and also representa- 
tive of its war preparations; the arrow idea 
is on our great seal. 

A later committee aleo laboring with the 
talented Frenchman incorporated the idea of 
the shield with the stripes bend dexter, as is 
the Redingen device.

Dutch Star Probable Model. 


The 3 flag has a star which con- 
taine eix points, and thig fact lends addi- 
tional testimony that the Dutch star was 
the one employed by Gen. Was on, Col. 
Ross, and Rebert Morris, who were the com- 
mittee to devise a continental flag free from 
British emblems, tokens, or symbols. They 
reported a flag with a star of six points, and 
history records that the wisdom or interfer- 
ence of a woman led them to accept a five 
pointed star. If Washington had copied the 
ster idea from his own arma, why did he 
adopt the Dutch or French star with six 
points when his own coat of arma, patterned 
after thé English, hed five points? 

In 1801 I received a letter from the eminent 
historian, Benson J. Lowesing, in which he en- 
tertained the hope that the suggestions 
which evolved the American flag woud be 
discovered, and added: The Washington 
coat of arms did not suggest the device of 
the great seal of the United States.“ 

While New York City is preparing to cele- 
brate the tricentennial anniversary of the 
landing ef Henry Hudson, it may not de for- 

to the purpose of the function to direct 
attention that the first time that a flag of 
red, white, and blue floated on American soil 
was in 160, when the governments of the 
Netherlands made their flag with three 
stripes—red, white, and blue—and it floated 
over New Amsterdam until 1664, when the 
British pulled it down and renamed the port 
New Tork. hoisting the British jack over the 
ramparts, where it floated for 118 years; but 
the Dutch colors, red, white, and blue, were 
destined to come back to New York with the 
addition of thirteen stars.

When History Repeats Itself. 


Considerable correspondence and diligent 
investigation have recently brought tb me 
much interesting and instructive data re- 
garding many of the heraldic designs of the 
forefathers. In an antique volume entitled 
Amerique,“ dated 1779, a diagram ap- 
pears of a flag designed by Benjamin Frank- 
lin in 1776 containing the motto, “In God 
We Trust.“ How remarkable, in view of the 
fact that we have attributed the using of this 
motto relative to America’s ideals on ban- 
ners and coinage to a certain Mr. Pollock, 
who in the civil war times suggested its use 
to the secretary of the treasury, Mr. Chase. 
Ties well said history repeats itself.“ 

Dr. Franklin took a deep interest in the 
problem of flag designing; he was of the com- 
mittee which ordained the first continental 
banner in 1775 and assisted in preparing up- 
wards of fifteen different designs, and con- 
tributed many mottoes borne on various reet- 
mental standards. The antique French book 
referred to throws considerable light on this 
equation of flag construction. 

One of these many banners which are por- 
trayed as having been suggested by Franklin 
is one with an eagle, designed in 1775, seven 
years before the continental cqngress adopt- 
ed the eagle as the heraldic emblem of our 
nation. In view of this new idea of Frank- 
lin’s keen jnterest in banner formation, and 
his famillarity of the Netherland ensign. 
which he observed when in Europe in 1774 
and earlier, he is quite likely to have sue~ 
gested the thirteen striped flag for America,

F anything in the way of additional proof 
were needed to show the greatly improved 
conditions in the real estate market at 
the present time, it is found in the activ- 
ity which has continued right up to 

the eve of the Fourth. For several years 
past the rule has been for the market to 
show unmistakable signs of slowing up : 
for ten days or two weeks prior to the 
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coming of this holidey, the few days pre- 
ceding it being generally marked by most 
pronounced duliness. — ; | 

This year, however, there has been no 
letup, and last weeks operations were 
characterized by a breadth and volume of 
transactions of an important character such 
as would have proved eminently satisfac- 
tory to brokers during those seasons when 
the market its at its best. Of course, it 
had many dull epots, and complaint wae 
occasionally heard that the volume of sub- 
division business, in particular, was hardly 
up to expectations, but it was a matter of 
comment among those who note closely the 
volume of market operations from day to 
day that no such activity has been shown 
during any week just preceding the Fourth 
for a good many years That hackneyed 
Phrase the “midsummer duliness’’ is gen- 
erally due to put in its appearance before 
this time, and its entire absence up to 
date lends color to the statement made 
in these columns a few weeks ago that it 
was likely to be conspicuous by its absence 
during the coming summer, and that those 
brokers who devote the greater part of 
this season to vacation indulgences are 
likely during the coming summer te cut 
them short. 


Figures Show Better Conditions. 

These actual, tangible evidences of im- 
proved conditions are also confirmed by the 
monthly and semi-annual figures from the 
recorder’s office which show a surprisihg 
broadening of operations. Thus during the 
first half of the year there were exactly 2,000 
more deeds filed for record than during the 
corresponding period for the previous year, 
while as evidencing this steadily broadening 
trend of the market the figures for June show 
an increase of over 500 over those for June a 
year ago.
